SENATORS. 

JOHN T. Morgan, of Selma, was born at Athens, McMinn County, Tennessee, June 20, 
1824; received an academic education, chiefly in. Alabama, to which State he emigrated When 
nine years old, and has since resided there ; studied law, was admitted to the bar m 1845, and 
practised until his election to the Senate ; was a Presidential Elector m i860 for the State at 
large, and voted for Breckinridge and Lane ; was a Delegate in 1861 from Dallas County to the 
State Convention which passed the ordinance of secession; joined the Confedei ate Army, in 
May, 1861, as a private in Company I, Cahawba Rifles, and when that company was assigned 
to the Fifth Alabama Regiment, under Col. Robert E. Rodes, he was elected Major and after- 
ward Lieutenant-Colonel of that regiment ; was commissioned in 1862 as Colonel and raised 
the Fifty-first Alabama Regiment , was appointed Bi igadier- General in 1863, and assigned to a 
brigade in Virginia, but resigned to rejoin his regiment, whose colonel had been killed" m 
battle; later m 1863 he was again appointed Brigadier- General, and assigned to an Alabama 
brigade, which included his regiment ; after the war, he resumed the practice of his profession 
at Selma; was chosen a ,P residential Elector for the State at large in 1876, and voted for 
Tilden and Hendricks ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed 
George Goldthwaite, Democrat, and took his seat March 5, 1877. His teim of service will 
expire March 3, 1883. 

James L. Pugh, of Eufaula, was born in Burke County, Georgia, December 12, 1820 ; 
received an academic education in Alabama and Georgia ; came to Alabama when four years 
old, where he has since resided; was licensed to practise law in 1841, and was so employed 
when elected to the Senate ; was Taylor Electoi in 1848, Buchanan Elector in l8c6, and Sta.e 
Elector for Tilden in 1876; was elected to Congiess, without opposition, in 1859, retired 
from the Thirty-sixth Congress when Alabama 01 darned to secede from the Union; joined the 
Eufaula Rifles, in the First Alabama Regiment, as a private; was elected to the Confederate 
Congress in 1861, and re-elected in 1863, after the war, resumed the practice of the law ; 
was President of the State Convention of the Democratic Party m 1874 ; was member of the 
convention that fiamed the State Constitution of 1875 5 was elected to the Senate as a Demo- 
crat, to fill the balance of the term made vacant by the death of George S Houston. Took 
his seat December 6, 1880; term expires March 3, 1885.

1, 1828; graduated at the University of Alabama, and attended the Law School of the Uni- 
versity at Cambridge, Massachusetts ; is a practising lawyer ; was elected a member of the 
Legislature from Mobile in 185 7-^58; was a Trustee of the University of Alabama m i 858-*59; 
was a member of the State Convention known as the Secession Convention in 1861 ; was 
Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, and Colonel m the Confederate States Army; wounded twice in 
battle, and paroled May 13, 1865; was the Democratic candidate for Governor of Alabama m 
1872; was a member of the Constitutional Convention in 1875; Chairman of Committee on 
the Executive Department, was a member of the State Legislature in i 876-*77; Chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee of the House ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress and was

re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 10,027 votes against 5,595 
votes for J. Gillet, Republican, and 2,303 votes for S. H. Gillette, Republican.

Hilary A. Herbert, of Montgomery, was bom at Laurensville, South Carolina, March 
12, 1834; removed to Greenville, Butler County, Alabama, in 1846, attended the University of 
Alabama in 185 3-’ 54 and the University of Virginia in i 855-*56; studied law, and was admitted 
to the bar; enteiea the Confederate service as Captain; was promoted to the Colonelcy of 
the Eighth Alabama Volunteers; was disabled at the battle of the Wilderness, May 6, 1&64; 
continued the practice of law at Greenville, Alabama, until 1872, when he removed to Mont- 

f jmery, tfhere he has since practised ; was elected a Representative from Alabama in the 
orty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a 
Democrat, receiving 13,271 votes against 8,884 votes for Strobach, Republican. 

THIRD DISTRICT.

William C. Oates, of Abbeville, was born m Pike (now Bullock) County, Alabama, No- 
vembei 30, 1835, was self-educated; studied law, was admitted to the bar m 1S58, and by 
diligent study and promptness m business became a successful lawyer; is also to some extent 
engaged in farming and milling business ; entered the Confederate Aimy as Captain of Com- 
pany G, Fifteenth Alabama Infantry, in July, 1861; was appointed Colonel in the Provisional 
Army of the Confederate States for valor and skill displayed on the field, May I, 1863, and 
was assigned to ihe command of his old legiment; the Forty-eighth Alabama Regiment was 
also placed under his command; was wounded four times slightly and twice severely losing 
his light arm in front of Richmond; was a delegate to the National Demociatic Convention 
held m New York m 1868 which nominated Seymour for the Presidency; was a member of 
the Alabama House of Representatives, and Chairman ot the Committee on Ways and Means 
at the Sessions of 1870-’ 71 and 1871-' 72; was an unsuccessful candidate for the nomination 
for Governor in 1872; was a member of the Constitutional Convention and Chanman of its 
Judiciary Committee in 1875; and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congiess as a Democrat 
receiving 10,614 votes against 5,636 votes for A. A. Mabson, Republican. - ’

William Henry Forney, of Jacksonville, was bom at Lin cointon, North Carolina, No- 
vember 9, 1823; received a classical education, graduating at the University of Alabama m 
1844; served m the war with Mexico as a First Lieutenant m the First Regiment of Alabama 
Volunteers; studied law, was admitted to the bar in 1848, and has practised ever since; was 
elected by the Legislature of Alabama a Trustee of the University of Alabama, and served 
i85I-*6o; was a member of the State House of Representatives of Alabama 1859-’ 60; 
entered the Confederate Army at the commencement of hostilities in 1861 as Captain, and was 
successively promoted Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, Colonel, and Brigadier-General; surren- 
dered at Appomattox Court-House ; was a member of the State Senate of Alabama i865~’66, 
serving unm the State was reconstructed; was elected to the Forty-fourth, Forty-fifth, and 
Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, 
receiving 13,636 votes against 5,510 votes for Arthur Bingham, Republican

William Manning Lowe, of Huntsville, was bora at Huntsville, Alabama; was educated 
at Florence, Alabama, at the University of Tennessee and the University of Virginia as a 
lawyer; served as private, captain, and. lieutenant-colonel in the Confederate Army; was a 
member of the Legislature in 1870, and of the Constitutional Convention of 1875, was Soli- 
citor of the Fifth Judicial Circuit, 1865, ’66, ’67, and ’68 ; and was elected to the Forty-sixth 
Congress as a Greenback Democrat, receiving 10,323 votes against 8,279 votes for W. W 
Garth, Democrat; was seated by the House June 2, 1S82, as a member of the Forty-seventh 
Congress, m place of Joseph Wheeler, the returned member.

SENATORS. 

Augustus H. Garland, of Little Rock, was bom in Tipton County, Tennessee, June 
II, 1832; m 1833 his parents removed to Aikansas; was educated at Saint Mary’s College and 
Saint Joseph’s College m Kentucky; studied law, and was admitted to practise m 1853 at Wash- 
ington, Arkansas, where he then lived; in 1856 he removed to Little Rock; was a Delegate 
to the State Convention that passed the ordinance of secession m 1861 ; was a member of the 
Provisional Congress that met at Montgomery, Alabama, in May, 1861, and subsequently of 
the Confederate Congress, serving in Both Houses, and being m the Senate when the war 
closed; was elected to the Umted States Senate from Arkansas for the term beginning March 
4, 1867, but was not admitted to his seat ; made the test-oath case as to lawyers in the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and gamed it, [See Garland ex parte , 4 Wallace;] followed the 
practice of law until the fall of 1874, when he was elected Governor of Arkansas, without 
opposition; was elected in January, 1876, by the Legislature of Arkansas, without opposition, 
to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed Powell Clayton, Republican, and took 
his seat March 5, 1877. His term of service will expire March 3, 1883. 

James D. Walker, of Fayetteville, was bora in Logan County, Kentucky, December 13, 
1830; removed in 1847 to Arkansas; received his education at die private schools m Ken- 
tucky and at Osark Institute, Arkansas ; studied law, and was admitted tq the practice m 1850 
at Fayetteville, Arkansas ; in the late war he espoused the Southern cause, and was Colonel of 
a regiment; after the war resumed the practice of his profession ; was Solicitor-General of the 
State of Arkansas, which office he resigned, and continued the practice of his profession at 
Fayetteville ; was chosen a Presidential Elector for the State at large in 1876, and voted for 
Tilden and Hendricks; was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed 
Stephen W. Dorsey, Republican, and took his seat March 18, 1879. His term of service will 
expire March 3, 1885.

1836; received his 
primary education in the schools there; was four years in Jackson College at Columbia, Ten- 
nessee, where he graduated in 1854; removed to Saint Francis County, Arkansas, in March, 
1856; engaged m cotton-growing until 1861; was elected as a Democrat to the lower house 
of the Arkansas Legislature in 1858; served in the Confederate Army during the war; com- 
menced the practice of law in 1867 ; was on the Democratic electoral ticket for Arkansas in 
1872 and 1876; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress and was re-elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 15,753 votes against 10,407 votes for Johnson, 
Republican.

James Kimbrough Jones, of Washington, was boin in Mai shall County, Mississippi, 
September 29, 1839; received a classical education; was a private soldier during the “late 
unpleasantness” on the losing side; lived on his plantation after the dose of the war until 
1873, when he commenced the practice of law; was a member of the State Senate of Arkan- 
sas m 1873; was a member of the State Senate when the Constitutional Convention of 1874 
was called; was re-elected under the new government, and m 1877 was elected Piesident of 
the Senate; and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congiess as a Demociat, receiving 16,517 
votes against 14,513 votes for J. W. Williams, Republican, and 3,920 votes for R. K. Garland, 
Greenback candidate. 

THIRD DISTRICT.

Jordan E. Cravens, of Clarksville, was born at Fredencktown, Madison County, Missouri, 
November 7, 1830; his father moved to Arkansas the following year, and since then he has 
resided in that State ; received a common-school education, studied law, was admitted to the 
bar in 1854, and has since then continuously practised ; was a member of the State House of 
Representatives in i860; entered the Confederate Army in 1861 as a private, was promoted to 
a Colonelcy in 1862, and continued u service until the close of the war; was a member of the 
State Senate in 1866, was a Presidential Elector on the Greeley ticket in 1872; was elected 
to the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress os a Democrat, receiving 15,781 votes against 11,552 votes for Thomas Buies, Repub- 
lican.

Washington County in the Arkansas State Convention of May, 1861 , served in the Confed- 
erate Army as Colonel of the Thirteenth Aikansas Volunteers; was elected Prosecuting At- 
torney for the fourth judicial circuit m 1866, and held the office until his official position was

William Starke Rosecrans, of San Francisco, was bom in Kingston, Ohio, September 
6, 1819 ; was educated at the United States Military Academy at West Point, graduating July 
1, 1842; was Second Lieutenant United States Coips of Engineers to April, 1843; was as- 
sistant to Colonel De Russy at Fortress Monroe to August, 1843; was an assistant professor 
at the Mjlitary Academy 1044-1847; was in charge of the fortifications at Newport, Rhode 
Island, 1847-1852, and also m charge of surveys and repoits for the improvement of New 
Bedford Harbor, Providence Harbor, and Taunton River; was civil and constructing engi- 
neer at the Navy Yard at Washington, District of Columbia, 1852 ; resigned in 1853 and was 
consulting engineer and manufacturer of coal oil and prussiate of potash, 1853—1861 ; was 
commissioned Chief Engineer of the State of Ohio, with the rank of Colonel, tune 10, 1861, 
and Colonel of United States Volunteer Infantry in June, 1861 ; was Bngadier-Geneial United 
States Army, 1861—1867; was second in command to General McClellan in West Virginia, 
his brigade winning the battle of Rich Mountain, which established the supremacy of the 
Union in West Viigmia; was commander of the Department of the Ohio, embracing the 
States of Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, and West Virginia, 1861-1862, during which time West 
Virginia was firmly established as a State and freed from guerrilla warfare, for which he re- 
ceived unanimous votes of thanks from the legislatures of Ohio and West Virginia; was ap- 
pointed to succeed General Pope m command of the little Army of the Mississippi, and won 
the battle of Iuka, September 19, 1862; was commissioned Major-General of Volunteers 
August 16, 1862, and the commission was subsequently ante-dated March 19, 1862; won the 
battle of Corinth October 3 and 4, 1862, pursuing the enemy until recalled by General Grant, 
who was at Jackson, Tennessee, seventy-five miles away; was relieved from the command of 
the district October 19, and ordered to Cincinnati ; was placed in command of the Fourteenth 
Army Corps October 27, 1862, and also of the Department of the Cumbeiland; leorgamzed 
the command, repaired the Louisville and Nashville Railroad, fortified Nashville as a primal y 
depot, and won the battle of Stone River December 30, 1862-January 1, 1863; fortified Mur- 
freesboro* as a secondary depot; made the campaign of Tullahoma June 23-July 4, 1863, 
driving the Confederate Army of the Mississippi out of its strong entrenched camps across the 
Tennessee River into Georgia; rebuilt railroads and bridges, crossed the Cumberland Mount- 
ains, fought the battle of Chickamauga, September 19 and 20, 1863, and took and held 
Chattanooga; was ordered to Cincinnati to await orders October 19, 1863; was president 
of the fair at which $325,000 was raised for the Sanitary Commission; took command of the 
Department of Missouri January 28, 1864, repelled the invasion of General Pnce, secuied order 
ana a fair election, and was relieved December 16, 1864; was kept waiting for orders until 
mustered out of the volunteer service ; resigned his Brigadier-General’s commission in 1867 
and went to California ; declined the offer of the directorship of the branch mint in 1867, and 
the Democratic nomination for Governor of California; and was elected to the Forty-seventh 
Congress as a Democrat, receiving 21,005 votes against 19,496 votes for Horace Davis, Re- 
publican.

Horace Francis Page, of Placerville, was bom m Orleans County, New York, October 
20, 1833; received a public-school education; emigiated to California in 1854; is a miner 
and laigely interested in mines; was unanimously nominated for the State Senate by the Re- 
publican Convention of El Dorado County in 1869, and defeated ; was elected to the Forty- 
third, Forty fourth, Forty- fifth, and Forty- sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 21,929 votes against 18,282 votes for T. R. 
Glasscock, Democrat. 

THIRD DISTRICT. 

Counties. — Butte, Colusa, Del Norte, Humboldt, Lake. Lassen, Marin, Mendocino, Napa, 
Plumas, Shasta, Sierra, Siskiyou, Solano, Sonoma, Sutter, Tehama, Trinity, Yolo, and Yuba. 

Campbell P. Berry, of Wheatland, was born in Jackson County, Alabama, November 7, 
1834; m 1841 moved to Arkansas, and thence to California in 1857; graduated at Methodist 
College, Vacaville, California, m 1865 ; is a farmer ; served as Supervisor of Sutter County 
three years; elected to the Legislature of California in 1869, again xn 1871, again in 1875, and 
agam m 1877, and on the organization of the Assembly was unanimously chosen Speaker; 
was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as 
a Democrat, receiving 21,035 votes against 20,408 votes forG. A. Knight, Republican. 

FOURTH DISTRICT.

Romualdo Pacheco, of San Luis Obispo, was bom at Santa Barbara, California, October 
31, 1831 ; was educated by private tutors ; engaged in nautical pursuits, and subsequently m

agriculture ; was a member of the State House of Representatives ’in 1853; was elected 
County Judge in 1855, serving four years; was a member of the State Senate m 1851* and 
again in 1861; was elected State Treasurer in 1863 ; was a member of the State Legislature 
m 1868; was elected Lieutenant-Goveinor m 1871, and became Governor when Governor 
Booth was elected to the United States Senate. He was nominated on the Republican ticket 
for the House of Representatives of the Forty- fifth Congress, and, receiving the certificate of 
election, took his seat as a member, but the House subsequently declared Mr. Wiggmton, 
his competitor, elected. He was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to 
the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 17,398 votes against 17,263 votes for 
W. Leach, Democrat.

Nathaniel P. Hill, of Denver, was bom in Orange County, New York, February 18, 
1832; entered Brown University at Providence, Rhode Island, m 18535 was Piofessor of 
Chemistry m Brown University from i860 to 1864; spent a portion of 1865 and 1866 in 
Swansea, Wales, and Freiberg, Saxony, studying metallurgy ; took up a permanent residence 
m Colorado m 1867 as manager of the Boston and Colorado Smelting Company, which 
position he still retains ; was a member of the Territorial Council of Colorado 111 1872 and 1S73 ;

to the legislature to the session of i85o-’57; went to Colorado in 1859, was elected to the 
Legislature in 1861, and served the two first sessions; was appointed Register of the United 
States Land Office for Colorado by President Lincoln in 1863; was elected to Congress under 
the State organization in 1865 (which failed); was elected as Delegate to Congress from Colo- 
rado in 1860, and served one term; was elected to the Territorial Council in 1872, and was 
elected Piesident of that body; was also elected m 1S74 to the council; in 1S78 was elected 
to the State Legislatme from Pueblo County, and on the 1 ith day of April, 1882, was appointed 
United States Senator by Governor Pitkin, to fill the vacancy occasioned by the resignation of 
Senator Teller.

occasioned by the death of Orris S. Ferry, Republican,) and took his seat March 18, 1879.

Joseph R. Hawley, of Hartford, was born at Stewarts ville, Richmond County, North 
Carolina, October 31, 1826; graduated at Hamilton College, New York, in 1847; was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1850 at Hartford, Connecticut, where he lias since resided, practised law 
six and a half years ; became editor of “The Hartford Evening Press,” February, 1857, which 
was consolidated with “The Hartford Courant,” of which he is editor, in 1867; enlisted in the 
Union Army as a Lieute nan t, April 15, 1861 ; became Brigadier and Brevet Majoi General ; was 
mustered out January 15, 1866; was elected Governor of Connecticut, Apnl, 1866; was Presi- 
dential elector in 1868; was President of the National Republican Convention of 1868 ; was 
Secretary of the Committee on Resolutions in the similar Convention of 1872 ; was Chairman 
of the Committee on Resolutions in the Convention of 1876 ; was President of the United 
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States Centennial Commission from its organization in March, 1873, to the completion of the 
work of the Centennial Exhibition ; was elected a Representative m the Forty-second Con- 
gress in November, 1872, to fill a vacancy caused by the death of Hon. J. L. Strong; was re- 
jected to the Forty-third Congress, and was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress ; was elected 
to the United States Senate as a Republican to succeed William W. Eaton, Democrat, and 
took his seat March 4, 1881.

Governor on the Democratic ticket in 1854, ’55, *56, and *57, receiving each year the highest 
vote on the ticket; was the first Elector at Large, as a War Demociat, m 1864, on the Lin- 
coln and Johnson ticket; was a member of the State Senate in 1865 and *66, seivmgthe last 
year as President pro tem. ; was a member of the State House of Representatives m 1867, 
*71 , and *73, serving as Speaker the first year and subsequently declining that position; was 
an unsuccessful candidate for Lieutenant-Governor on the Republican ticket in 1874, receiving 
the highest vote on the ticket; was elected to the Forty-fourth Congiess (to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Hon. H. H. Starkweather) ; was elected to the Forty-fifth and Forty- 
sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 
12,411 votes against 9,408 votes for Sanger, Democrat, 204 votes for Palmer, Prohibitionist; 
and 141 votes lor Wolfe, Greenbacker.

was re-elected in 1875 and 1881. He was a member of the Electoral Commission of 1876.

Eli Saulsbury, of Dover, was born m Kent County, Delaware, December 29, 1817; 
attended common and select schools, and an irregular course at Dickinson College ; studied 
and practised law; was a member oftthe State Legislature of Delaware m 1853 and 1854; and 
was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed Willaid Saulsbury, Democrat.

Wilkinson Cali., of Jacksonville, was born at Russellville, Logan County, Kentucky, 
January 9, 1834; is by profession a lawyer , was elected to the United States Senate after 
the war, but was not allowed to take his seat; was elected to the United States Senate as a 
Democrat in the place of Simon B. Conover, Republican, and took his seat March 18, 1879. 
His term of office will expire March 3, 1885.

re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 14,971 votes against

1844, with the highest honors of his class ; studied law, was admitted to the bar in 1845, and 
commenced to practise at La Grange, Georgia ; was a member of the State House of Repre- 
sentatives m 1851, and of the State Senate in 1859 and ’6o; was defeated as the Ameiican 
candidate for Congress in 1855, receiving 6,813 votes against 6,883 votes for H. Warner, 
Democrat; was defeated as the American candidate for Governor of Georgia in 1857, re- 
ceiving 46,889 votes against 57,631 votes for J. E. Brown, Democrat; was a Presidential 
Elector on the Fillmore and Donelson ticket in 1856, and on the Bell and Everett ticket in 
i860; was a Delegate to the State Convention of 1861, and advocated the Union until seces- 
sion had been irrevocably resolved on ; was a Delegate from Georgia to the Confederate Pro- 
visional Congress, and subsequently a Senator from Georgia in the Confederate Congiess; 
was arrested m 1865 and imprisoned in Fort Lafayette ; was elected a Representative from 
Georgia m the Fortjltfourth Congress, (to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Garrett 
McMillan,) and was re-elected to the Forty- fifth Congress, but resigned, having been elected 
a United States Senator from Georgia. He took his seat March 5, 1877, and his term of serv- 
ice will expire March 3, 1883. 

Joseph E. Brown, of Atlanta, Georgia, was born in Pickens District, South Carolina, April 
15, 1821 ; when he was a boy, his father moved to Georgia ; he was educated at Calhoun Acad- 
emy, South Carolina ; he taught school m Canton, Georgia ; he was admitted to the bar m 
August, 1845 » he afterwai ds graduated in Yale College Law School, and returned to Georgia 
and commenced the practice of law m 1846; in 1849 he was elected to the State Senate; m 
1852 he was a Pierce Elector ; m 1855 he was elected Judge of the Superior Courts of 
the Blue Ridge Circuit; m 1857 he was elected Governor by the Democratic party over 
Hon. Benjamin H. Hill ; re-elected m 1859 over Hon. Warren Aiken. He was a Secessionist 
in i860, and was active and energetic as a war Governor after the State had seceded. In 1861 he 
was again elected Governor over the Hon. Eugemus A. Nisbet ; in 1863 he was again a candi- 
date for Governor, and opposed by Hon. Joshua Hill, an original Union man, and Hon. 
Timothy Furlow, an original Secessionist ; Governor Brown was elected over both by a hand- 
some majonty. During the war, Governor Brown opposed the policy of President Davis on 
the conscript act, but threw no obstacles in the way of the execution of the law by the Con- 
federate Government; he simply discussed with the President the constitutionality of the 
measure. After the surrender he advocated acquiescence in the reconstruction measures, and 
became very unpopular on account of his recommendation that the people acquiesce and carry 
them out m good faith. As the Democratic party opposed these measures, as a reconstruc- 
tionist he voted for General Grant, who favored them. During the Legislature of 1868 he 
was nominated by the Republicans for United States Senator, and defeated by Hon. Joshua 
Hill, which was the only defeat of his life ; in every instance when he has been a candidate 
before the people he has been successful. After his defeat for Senator he was appointed by 
Governor Bullock Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of Georgia, which position he held 
till December, 1870, when he resigned and accepted the presidency of the Western Atlantic 
Railroad Company. He has devoted his life to business pursuits, being a candidate for no 
office, but acting with the Democratic paity since 1872 upon the reconstruction platform.. 
When General Gordon resigned his position m the Senate Governor Brown was appointed to 
fill the vacancy ; he was afterwards elected over General A. R. Lawton, his opponent, by over a 
two-thirds majority of the Legislature. Senator Brown's term expires the 3tl of March, 1885.

to the Thirty-ninth Congress, but not allowed to take his seat ; was elected to the Forty-third, 
Forty- fourth.

Vice-President under the Provisional Government by that Congress; was elected Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Confederate States for the term of six years, under what was termed the perma- 
nent government, in November, 1861 ; visited the State of Virginia on a mission under the 
Confederate Government m April, 1861, upon the invitation of that State ; was one of the Com- 
missioners on the part of the Confederate Government at the Hampton Roads conference in 
February, 1865 ; was elected to the Senate of the United States in 1866, by the first Legisla- 
ture convened under the new constitution, made under the Johnson policy, but was not al- 
lowed to take his seat; was elected to the Forty-third Congress in 1873, (to fill the vacancy 
occasioned by the death of Ambrose R. Wright;) was elected to the Foity-fourth, Forty- 
fifth, and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a 
Democrat, receiving 11,148 votes, without opposition.

Emory Speer, of Athens, was born at CuUoden, Monroe County, Georgia, September 3, 
1848; he received a classical education, and graduated at the Umversity of Georgia m August, 
1869; he read law at the Law School of the university and under the instructions of Hon. B. H. 
Hill ; he entered the Confederate Army, when sixteen years of age, as a volunteer m the Fifth 
Kentucky Regiment, Lewis Brigade, and remained with that command until the surrender of 
the Confederate forces ; he began the practice of law at Athens in the winter of 1S69 ; in 1873 
he was appointed Solicitor- General for the State in the eleven counties embraced in the western 
judicial circuit ; after holding this office three years, he resigned it ; he was defeated for Con- 
gress by Hiram P. Bell in March, 1877, in the election to fill the vacancy caused by the elec- 
tion of B. H Hill to the United States Senate ; he was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, 
and was re-elected to the Forty- seventh Congress as an Independent Democrat, receiving 
12,653 votes against 8,589 votes for H. P. Bell, Democrat.

SENATORS. 

David Davis, of Bloomington, was bora in Cecil County, Maryland, March 9, 1815; received 
a classical education, graduating at Kenyon College, Ohio, in 1832; studied law at Lenox, Mas- 
sachusetts, and at the Plew Haven Law School; was admitted to the bar and commenced prac- 
tice in Illinois in the fall of 1835, locating m 1836 at Bloomington ; was a member of the State 
House of Representatives in 1844; was a Delegate to the State Constitutional Convention in 
1847; was elected m 1848 a Judge of one of the Circuit Courts in Illinois, and held the office by 
repeated elections until he resigned it in October, 1862; was a Delegate to the National Re- 
publican Convention at Chicago in i860; was appointed by President Lincoln a Judge of the 
Supreme Court of the United States in October, 1862, and served until March 5, 1877, when 
he resigned to take his seat as United States Senatdr from Illinois, having been elected the 
previous January, by the votes of Independents and Democrats, to succeed John A. Logan, 
Republican. His term will expire March 3, 1883. He was elected President pro tempore of 
the Senate October 13, 1881. 

John A Logan, of Chicago, was bom in Jackson County, Illinois, where he received a 
common-school education, and subsequently graduated at the Louisville University; enlisted 
as private in the Illinois Volunteers and became Quartermaster in the war with Mexico ; was 
elected Clerk of the Jackson County Court in 1849 ; studied and practised law ; was elected to 
the Legislature of Illinois in 1852, 1853, 1856, and 1857; was Prosecuting Attorney from 1853 
to 1857 ; was a Presidential Elector m 1856 ; was elected to the Thirty-sixth and Thirty-seventh 
Congresses ; resigned and entered the Union Army as Colonel, and reached the rank of Major- 
General in the war for the suppression of the rebellion ; was appomted Minister to Mexico in 
1865, but declined; was elected to the Fortieth and Forty-first Congresses; was elected to 
the United States Senate as a Republican, to succeed Richard Yates, Republican, serving 
from March 4, 1871, to March 3, 1877; resumed the practice of law at Chicago; was again 
elected to the United States Senate as a Republican, to succeed R. J. Oglesby, Republican, 
and took his seat March 18, 1879. His term of service will expire March 3, 1885.

William Aldrich, of Chicago, was bom at Greenfield, New York, m January, 1820 ; re- 
ceived a common-school education, with a private tutor one term m the higher branches of 
mathematics and surveying, and one tei m at an academy ; was reared on a faim ; taught school ; 
engaged in mercantile pursuits in 1846 ; removed to Wisconsin in 185 1, and, in addition to mer- 
chandising, engaged in the manufacture of lumber, wooden ware, and furniture; was for three 
years Superintendent Of Schools; was Chan man of the County Board of Supervisors one year; 
was a member of the State House of Representatives m 1859; removed to Chicago in i860, 
and has since been m the wholesale groceiy business there; was chosen Alderman from the 
third ward of Chicago in the spiing of 1876; was elected to the Foity-fifth and Foity-sixth 
Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 
22,307 votes against 18,024 votes for J. Mattocks, Democrat, and 532 votes for R. Powers, 
Greenback candidate. 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

County . — Part of Cook, (wards seven to fourteen, inclusive, of the city of Chicago.) 

George R. Davis, of Chicago, was bom at Three Rivers, Palmer, Massachusetts, Tan- 
uary 3, 1840; received a public-school education, also a classical course at Wilhston Sem- 
inary, Easthampton, Massachusetts, graduating in i860; studied law; entered the service 
in July, 1862, and was an officer of the Union Army dunng the war, holding the position of 
Captain of the Eighth Massachusetts Volunteei Infantry and that of Major of the Thu d Rhode 
Island Cavalry; commanded the latter regiment during most of its service in the field; en- 
gaged in business at Chicago as a manufacturer and as an insurance and financial agent ; 
he was the Republican nominee for the Forty-fifth Congress and defeated, though running 
largely ahead of the Presidential ticket ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress by a large 
plurality; and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, (.the Republi- 
can majority for President m the distiict being 2,606,] receiving 20,603 votes against 16,014 
votes for J. F. Farnsworth, Democrat. 

THIRD DISTRICT.

Charles B. Farwell, of Chicago, was bom at Painted Post, New York, July 1, 1823; 
was educated at the Elmira Academy ; removed to Illinois in 1838; was employed m Govern- 
ment surveying and in farming until 1844, when he engaged in real estate business and banking 
in Chicago; was elected county clerk of Cook County in 1853, and re-elected in 1856; subse- 
quently engaged in mercantile pursuits, and is now a member of the firm of John V. Farwell 
& Co., of Chicago; was appointed a member of the State Board of Equalization m 1867; 
was chairman of the Board of Supei visors of Cook County m 1868; was appointed national- 
bank examiner in 1869 , was elected to the Forty-second Congiess, was re-elected to the Forty- 
third Congress, and claimed to have been elected to the Forty-fourth Congress, but die House 
decided that his opponent had received 106 more votes, and was elected to the Forty-seventh 
Congress as a Republican, receiving 16,627 votes against 11,903 votes for P. II. Smith, jr., 
Democrat.

John C. Sherwin, of Aurora, was bom in Saint Lawrence County, New York, February 
8, 1838; received an academic education at Gouvemeur Wesleyan Seminary in New York 
and Lombard University in Illinois ; studied law ; was twice elected to the office of County 
Clerk of Kane County, Illinois, and has also been City Attorney of Aurora; seived three 
years m the war of the rebellion, in the Eighty-ninth Illinois Volunteers, and was discharged 
at the dose of the war ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to the 
Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 20,381 votes against 8,055 votes for N. 
C. Warner, Democrat, and 1,159 votes for E. W. BlaisdeH, Greenback candidate.

of Representatives in 1855 and ’56, and of the State Senate in 1857, *58, *59, and *60, entered

Benjamin Harrison, of Indianapolis, was bom at North Bend, Hamilton County, Ohio, 
August 20, 1833 ; received a classical education graduating at Miami University, Oxford, 
Ohio, m 1852 ; studied law at Cincinnati, Ohio ; removed in March, 1854, to Indianapolis, 
where he has since resided and has been engaged m the practice of the law; was elected in 
October, i860, by the people, Repoiter of the decisions 01 the Supreme Court of the State; 
was commissioned m July, 1862, as Second Lieutenant of Indiana Volunteers; raised Com- 
pany A of the Seventieth Indiana Volunteei Infantry, was commissioned Captain, and on 
the organization of the regiment was commissioned Colonel ; in August went with the regi- 
ment to Kentucky, and served until mustered out in June, 1865 ; was* brevetted Bngadier- 
General m February, 1865 ; in October, 1864, while m the field, was re-elected Reporter of 
the Supreme Court, which office he had lost by accepting his commission in the Aimy; after 
having been mustered out, he entered upon the duties of Reporter and served for four years ; 
m 1876 he was the candidate of the Republican party for Governor of Indiana, but was de- 
feated ; was appointed a member of the Mississippi River Commission m 1879 ; was elected 
to the United States Senate as a Republican, to succeed Joseph E. McDon^d, Democrat, and 
took his seat March 4, 1881.

G raduated at Oxford College, Ohio, in 1839; studied and practised law for several years at 
aris, Kentucky , served in the Mexican War, first as Captain of an independent company 
attached to the Sixth Infantry, United States Army, and afterward as Colonel of the Fourth 
Regiment of Kentucky Volunteers ; was elected to the Kentucky Legislature in 1857 and 
again in 1875; entered the Confederate Army as Colonel in 1861; was made Brigadier-Gen- 
eral m Apul, 1862, and surrendered with the army of General Joseph E. Johnston in Georgia; 
is a farmer; he bag served his party several times as Delegate to National Conventions, and as 
Presidential Elector; was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed Thomas 
C McCreery, Democrat, and took his seat March 19, 1879. His term of service will expire

S essional Committee of the First Congressional District, known as the Gibraltar District of 
emocracy, and long represented by Linn Boyd ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, 
and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congi ess as a Democrat, receiving 11,448 votes 
against 3, 5 72 votes for Tice, Democrat, and 5.646 votes for Ratcliff, Republican.

for Cleik of the Court of Appeals of Kentucky, and the same year was unanimously nomi- 
nated and, as a Republican, elected to the Forty-fourth Congress; declined a renommation,

1872, but declined; was elected m November, 1878, to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was 
re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 13,944 votes against 12,955 
votes for Thomas, Republican.

Wm. Pitt Kellogg, of New Orleans, was born December 8, 1831, at Orwell, Vermont; 
was educated, at Norwich University; removed to Illinois m 1848 ; studied law at Peoria, 
Illinois, and was admitted to the bar m 1853, commencing practice in Fulton County ; served 
as Presidential Elector in i860; was appointed Chief Justice of Nebraska by Mr. Lincoln m 
1861 ; afterward resigned and accepted the Colonelcy of the Seventh Illinois Cavalry ; served 
tinder General Pope m Missouri, and commanded General Granger’s Cavalry Brigade until the 
evacuation of Corinth; was m April, 1865, appointed Collector of the port of New Orleans; 
was elected to the United States Senate as a Republican, serving from July 17, 1868, to Novem- 
ber 1, 1872, when he resigned; was a Delegate at Large from Louisiana to the Convention of 
1868, held at Chicago, which nominated General Grant Tor President the first time; was chair- 
man of the delegation from Louisiana to the Cincinnati Convention of 1876, and was also 
chairman of the Louisiana delegation in the Chicago Convention of 1880 — there being two 
contesting delegations, his right as a delegate not being contested, as he was the only delegate 
chosen on both delegations; was Governor of Louisiana from January St *873, to January 5, 
1877; was again elected to the United States Senate as a Republican, and was admitted to 
his seat December i, 1877. His term °f service will expire March 3, 1883. 

Benjamin F. Jonas, of New Orleans, was bom at Wilhamstown, Grant County/Kentucky, 
July 19, 1834; removed with his father to Adams County, Illinois, where he received his educa- 
tion ; m 1853 he removed to New Orleans, where he studied law, and received a diploma from 
the Law Department of the Umveisity of Louisiana in 1835; joined the Confedeiate Army 
as a private of artillery, served as such and as Acting Adjutant of the artillery of Hood’s 
Corps in the Army of Tennessee until the end of the war; was elected a member of the Lou- 
isiana Legislature in 1865, and served until reconstruction ; was chairman of the Louisiana 
delegation to the Democratic National Convention in 1868; was the Democratic candidate for 
Lieutenant-Governor of Louisiana in 1872, but gave way on the formation of the fusion ticket ; 
was elected to the State Senate in 1872, and adhered to the McEneiy government, refusing to 
take his seat in the Kellogg Legislature; was elected City Attorney of New Orleans in 1874, and 
re-elected in 1876; was a member of the Louisiana Legislatuie in 1876 and 1877, and chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee of the House; is a member of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee from Louisiana; was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed James 
B. Eustis, Democrat, and took his seat March 18, 1879. His term of service will expire 
March 3, 1885.

which he had raised for the Twenty-seventh Louisiana Infantry; participated in the bom- 
bardments, engagements, and siege at Vicksburg from May 18, 1862, to the surrender, and 
also served in the battle of Baton Rouge, August 5, 1862, as Volunteer Aid to General Rug-

United States Senate as a Republican to succeed Hannibal Hamlin, Republican, (who declined 
a re-election,) and took his seat March 4, 1881.

William P. Frye, of Lewiston, was bora at Lewiston, Maine, September 2, 1831 ; grad- 
uated at Bowdorn College, Maine, m 1850; studied and practised law ; was a member of the 
State Legislature in 1801, ’62, and *67; was Mayor of the city of Lewiston in 1866 and *67; 
was Attorney-General of the State of Maine m 1867, ’68, and *69; was elected a member of the 
National Republican Executive Committee in 1872, re-elected in 1876, and re-elected in 1880; 
was elected a Trustee of Bowdorn College m June, 1 880; leceived the degree of LL. D. 
fiom Bates College m July, 1881; was a Presidential Elector m 1864; was a Delegate to the 
National Republican Conventions in 1872, 1876, and 1SS0; was elected Chaitman of the Re- 
publican State Committee of Maine m place of Hon. James G. Blame, resigned, m November, 
1881; was elected a Representative in the Forty-second, Forty-third, Forty-fourth, Forty-fifth, 
Forty-sixth, and Forty seventh Congresses; was elected to the United States Senate as a 
Republican to fill the vacancy occasioned by the lesignatlon of James C5.

tee which accompanied the lemains of the maityied Lincoln to Springfield, Illinois ; was 
elected to the Thnty-mnth, Fortieth, and Foity tirst Congresses, and was re-elected to the 
Foity-second Congiess, but did not take his seat, having subsequently been elected to the 
United States Senate, to succeed Jacob M. Howard, Republican. He took his seat in the 
Senate March 4, 1871 ; Chairman of the Committee on Rules, he leported a re-classification 
and revision of the rules of the Senate, which were unanimously adopted without amend- 
ment; he wits a member of the Special Committee of the Senate that framed the resumption 
act of January 14, 1875.

and iron regions m 1845, ’46, ’47, and m 1848 engaged in the practice of law at Port Huron, 
Michigan, where he has since resided ; was elected Judge of the Saint Clair County Court in 1850, 
and Senator in the Michigan Legislature for the biennial terms of 1855, *57, and *59, and was 
elected President pro tempore of the Senate in 1859; was elected in 1866 a member of the 
Constitutional Convention of Michigan; was a Piesidential Elector on the Republican ticket 
in 1864; was elected to the Foity-fiist, Foity-second, Forty-third, Forty-fourth, Forty-fifth, 
Forty- sixth, and Forty-seventh Congresses; was elected to the United States Senate as a 
Republican, to succeed Hon. Henry P. Baldwin, Republican, and took his seat March 4, 1881.

was elected Professor of Political Economy and Social Science in the University of Missis- 
sippi, and in 1867 was transferred to the Piofessorship of Law; was elected to the Forty- third 
Congress of the United States, and was re-elected to the Forty-fourth Congress, and was 
elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed James Lusk Alcorn, Independ- 
ent, and took his seat March 5, 1877; was re-elected m 18S2. His term of service will expire 
Maich 3, 1889. 

James Z. George, of Jackson, was born in Georgia m 1828; removed to Mississippi with 
his father when a lad ; received a public-school education ; volunteered when nineteen years 
of age in the Mississippi Rifle Regiment, commanded by Col. Jefferson Davis, and served 
through the Mexican war; studied law, wa3 admitted to the bar, and commenced practice; 
compiled five volumes of the Mississippi State repoits; enlisted in the Confederate service in 
1861, and commanded a regiment of cavaliy; was Chairman of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee m 1875 and 1876 , was chosen to the supreme bench, and was elected Chief Justice 
by his associates, although the youngest in service ; was elected to the United States Senate as 
a Democrat, to succeed B anche K. Bruce, Republican, and took his seat March 4, 1881. His 
term of seivice will expiie March 3, 1887.

member of the Confedeiate Senate for one year; was elected to the united States Senate as a 
Democrat, in the place of James Shields, Democrat, (who had been elected to fill the vacancy 
caused by the death of Lewis V, Bogy, Democrat,) and took his seat March iS.

succeed J. W. Nye, Republican; took his seat March 4, 1873, aiK * was re-elected. His term 
of service will expire March 3, 1885. 

James Graham Fair, of Virginia City, was born December 3, 1831, near Belfast, Ireland; 
he came to this country with his parents in 1843, and settled in Illinois, where he attended 
the public schools, completing his education in Chicago, . where he received a thorough busi- 
ness education, paying special attention to scientific studies ; on the breaking out of the gold 
fever, in 1849, he moved to California and engaged in mining until i860, when he removed 
to Nevada, where he has ever since resided, and where he has at all times been extensively 
engaged in mining, constructing huge quartx mills, building water-works, etc.; in 1867 he 
formed a partnership with John W. Mackay, J. C. Flood, and Wm. S. O’Brien. The firm 
purchpsed the control of the Bonanzas and various other well-known mines ; the yield ot 
gold and silver from which, while under the superintendency of Mr. Fair, is estimated at 
about two hundred million of dollars; he is also extensively engaged in real estate and build- 
ings in San Francisco, and is largely interested in the various manufactures of the Pacific 
coast; he was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed William Sharon, 
Republican, and took his seat March 4, 1881. His term of service will expire March 3, 1887.

George Williams Cassidy, of Eureka, was born in Bourbon County, Kentucky, April 
25, 1836 ; was educated in the free schools and by a private tutor ; is, by profession, a jour- 
nalist; was elected to the State Senate in 1872 for four years, and was re-elected to the same 
body in 1876; was chosen President of the Senate for the session of 1879; and was elected 
to tne Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 9,815 votes against 8,578 v.otes for 
Daggett, Republican.

Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth Congresses as a Republican, and declined a renommation to the 
House of Representatives of the Forty-sixth Congress. He was elected to the United States 
Senate as a Republican to succeed Charles H Bell, who had been temporal ily appointed by 
the Executive of New Hampshire, and took his seat June 20, 1879. His term of service will 
expire March 3, 1885.

lieu,” under which he still contributes to the press; he also wiote Washington conespond- 
ence for “The Richmond, Va., Whig,” “The Boston Atlas,” “The Louisville Journal,” and

Ctty of New York. — 9th, 15th, and 16th wards, and that part of the city bounded by Four- 
teenth and Twenty-sixth streets and Fourth and Sixth avenues. 

Anson G. McCook, of New York City, was born at Steubenville, Ohio, October 10, 
1835 ; received a common-school education; in the spring of 1854 crossed the plains to Cali- 
fornia; returned m the autumn of 1859, and at the outbreak of the rebellion was engaged in 
the study of the law; entered the Union Army as Captain m the Second Regiment gf Ohio 
Infantry, and was at the first battle of Bull Run ; on the reorganization of the regiment was 
commissioned Major and afterward promoted to Lieutenant-Colonel and Colonel, serving 
with the regiment m the Army of the Cumberland; at the muster-out of the regiment was 
commissioned Colonel of the One hundred and ninety-fourth Ohio Infantry, and at the dose 
of the war was brevetted Brigadier-General , was appointed Assessor of Internal Revenue in 
the Seventeenth Ohio District in November, 1865 ; removed to New York in May, 1873; was 
elected to the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh 
Congress as a Republican, receiving 17,392 votes against 12,468 votes for John G. Davis, 
Democrat.

Aldermen of the city of New York m 1863, 1864, 1867, 1868, and 1869; Clerk of the Com- 
mon Council of the city of New York in 1870 and 1871, and Chief Cleik in the office of the 
Mayor of the city of New York in 1877 and 1878, and was elected m,i88i to the Forty-seventh 
Congress to fill vacancy caused by the death of Fernando Wood as a Democrat* receiving 
13,013 votes against 7,705 for Thomas Murphy, Republican, and 58 for Frank W. Roscoe, 
National.

Abram Stevens Hewitt, of New York, was bom at Haverstraw, New Yoirk, July 31, 
1822; received his elementary education at the public schools of New York City, nhere he 
gamed a prize scholarship to Columbia College, whence he graduated at the head of his 
class in 1842; was acting Professor of Mathematics in 1843, studied law, and was admitted 
to practice m the State Supreme Court in October, 1845; hU eyesight fatting, he engaged in 
the iron business, and under the firm of Cooper & Hewitt established extensive iron-works, 
mainly m New Jersey and Pennsylvania; was appointed one of the ten United States Sci- 
entific Commissioners to visit the French “Exposition Universelle” of 1867, and made a re- 
port on “Iron and Steel,” which was published by Congress, and has been translated into 
most foreign languages ; has organized and managed the “Cooper Union for the Advance-

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ment of Science and Art,” designed especially for the education of the working-classes; was 
elected to the Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth Congresses ; was not a candidate for the Forty- 
sixth; and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congiess as a Democrat, receiving 19,961 votes 
against 10,098 votes for James Talcott, Republican.

Waldo Hutchins, of Kingsbridge, was bom at Brooklyn, Connecticut, in 1823; grad- 
uated at Amherst College; studied law, and, on being admitted to the bar, commenced prac- 
tice in the city of New York ; was a member of the Legislature of the State of New York in 
1852, and of the Constitutional Convention of the State of New York of 1867; was elected 
to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, 
receiving 15,852 votes against 14,803 votes for Alexander Taylor, jr.. Republican.

John H. Ketcham, of Dover Plains, was born at Dover, New York, December 21, 1832; 
received an academic education ; became interested in agricultural pursuits ; was supervisor 
of his town in 18*4 and 1855 ; was a member of the State Assembly of New York m 1856 and 
1857; was a member of the State Senate of New York m i860 and 1861 ; entered the Union 
Army as Colonel of the One hundred and fiftieth Volunteers in October, 1862, and was appointed 
Brigadier- General, serving until he resigned, m Maich, 1865, to take the seat in Congress to 
which he had been elected; he was afterward appointed Major-General by brevet ; was elected

Michael N. Nolan, of Albany, was bom in Ireland, May, 1834; came to this country at 
the age of ten years, and was educated in the public schools of Albany ; studied law m the 
law office of Andrew J. Colvin; is the surviving member of the firm of Quinn & Nolan, ale- 
brewers, of Albany ; and also the President and Treasurer of the Beverwyck Lager Beer 
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Brewing Company; is a Director of the National Savings Bank of Albany; was Fire Com- 
missioner of Albany for ten years ; was elected Mayor of the city of Albany in 1878, and re- 
elected in 1880 ; was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 19,176 
votes against 16,974 votes for O. S. Vanderpoel, Republican.

John Hammond, of Crown Point, was bora at Crown Point, New York, August 27, 1827, 
received an academic education; afleiward graduated at the Polytechnic Institute at Troy, 
New York; was a pioneer in California in 1849; volunteered as private in the war of 1861 -’65 ; 
was promoted to Captain of Cavalry, and advanced through all the grades to Bngadier-Gen- 
eral ; has been a manufacturer of iron for twenty-five years, and is now President of the 
Crown Point Iron Company ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re elected to 
the Forty- seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 14,281 votes against 9,360 votes for 
T. H. Walker, Democrat, and 715 votes for D. F. Keeffe, Greenback candidate.

resigned m 1855; was a member of the Legislature of North Carolina m 1858, *59, and’oo; was 
a Peace Co mmi ssioner from the State of North Carolina to the Congress of Southern States at 
Montgomery, Alabama, m 1861 , entered the Confederate Army, serving as Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Colonel, Bngadier-General, and Major-General, and surrendered at Appomattox, was elected 
to the United States Senate as a Democrat m January, 1872, and took ms seat April 24, 1872, 
and was re-elected m 1876 His teim of service will expire March 3, 1883. 

Zebulon B. Vance, of Charlotte, was born m Buncombe County, North Carolina, May 13, 
1830; was educated at Washington College, Tennessee, and at the University of North Car- 
olina; studied law; was admitted to the bar in January, 1852, and was elected County Attor- 
ney for Buncombe County the same year ; was a member of the State House of Commons in 
1854; was a Representative from North Carolina in the Thirty-fifth and Thirty-sixth Con- 
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gresses; entered the Confederate Army as Captain in May, 1861, and was made Colonel in 
August, 1861: was elected Governor of North Carolina in August, 1862, and re-elected m 
August, 1864; was elected to the United States Senate in November, 1870, but was refused 
admission, and resigned m January, 1872; was the Democratic nominee for the United States 
Senate in 1872, but was defeated by a combination of bolting Democrats and Republicans; 
was elected Governor of North Carolina for the third time in 1876; and was elected to the 
United States Senate as a Democrat m place of A. S. Mernmon, Democrat, and took his seat 
March 1 8, 1879. His term of service will expire March 3, 1885.

Louis Charles Latham, of Greenville, was bom at Plymouth, North Carolina, Septem- 
ber 11, 1840; graduated at the University of North Caiolina, in 1859, and then attended the 
Law School at Harvard College, Massachusetts; practises law; entered the Confederate 
seivice m May or June, 1861, for the war, and was made Captain and afterwards Major of 
the First North State troops, was elected to the House of Commons of Noith Carolina in 
1864; surrendered at Appomattox; elected to the Senate of North Carolina in 1870; and was 
elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 14, 796 votes against 14,290 
votes for C. W. Grandy, Republican.

William Ruffin Cox, of Raleigh, was born in Scotland Neck, North Carolina, he re- 
moved to Tennessee, and after due preparation entered Fianklm College, near Nashville, 
D* here he graduated; subsequently he became a student at the Lebanon Law School, and after 
receiving his degree of Bachelor of Laws, practised hus piofession in Nashville, Tennessee; 
prior to the war he leturaed to his native State ; engaged 111 planting in Edgecombe County, 
and is still occupied in the same pursuit; early m the war he entered the Confedeiate States 
Army as Major of the Second North Carolina State Troops ; by successive promotions be- 
came Bngadier-General, and commanded his Division in the last charge at Appomattox , after 
the termination of hostilities, he resumed the practise of the law at Raleigh ; was elected So- 
licitor of the Metropolitan District, and held the office for six years; subsequently he was 
appointed a Judge of the Superior Court for the same Distuct, and held the office until near 
the expiration 01 his term, when he resigned, to canvass foi a nomination to Congress ; he is 
a Trustee of the. University of the South ; was a delegate fiom the State at Laige to the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention which met in New Yoik; was similarly delegated to the Saint 
Louis Democratic Convention, but declined the honor, and was for several j ears Chairman of 
the State Democratic Committee; and was elected to the Foity-seventh Congress as a Demo- 
crat, receiving 17*557 votes against 16,241 votes for M. A. Bledsoe, Republican.

m 1856— *57* "was a Presidential Elector (for the State at laige) on the Breckinridge and Lane 
ticket m i860; was a member of the House of Representatives m the Thirty-fifth Congress of 
the United States ; volunteered at the beginning of the late civil war as a private m the Con- 
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federate Army, was afterward promoted and served as Captain, Colonel, and Brigadier-General, 
and for the war; was elected to the Forty-foui th, Forty -fifth, and Forty-sixth Congresses, and 
was re-elected to the Forty- seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 13,557 votes against

to hold this position till after his election to Congress, and was elected to the Forty-seventh 
Congress as a Democrat, receiving 16,401 votes against 12,366 votes for W. R. Myers, Re- 
publican.

was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 13,331 votes against 
11,383 votes for D. M. Furches, Republican.

to 1856; was elected Captain of a company m the Confederate service in 1861, was twice 
elected Colonel of the Twenty -ninth North Carolina Regiment, and was appointed Bngadier- 
Geneial m 1863; was elected to the Forty-thud, Forty- fourth, Forty-fillh, and Forty-sixth 
Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 14,099 
votes against 6,244 votes for N. Atkinson, Greenback candidate, and 1,336 votes for S. L. 
Love, Independent.

was a member of the State Senate of Ohio m 1854 and 1855; was a Representative from Ohio 
in the Thirty-fifth, Thirty-sixth, Thirty- seventh, and Thirty-eighth Congresses ; was the Dem- 
ocratic candidate for Vice-President on the ticket headed by George B. McClellan in 1864; 
was the Democratic candidate for Governor of Ohio in 1069; was elected to the United 
States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed Stanley Matthews, Republican, and took his seat 
March 18. 1879. His term of service will expire March 3, 1885. 

John Sherman, of Mansfield, was bom at Lancaster, Ohio, May 10, 1823 ; received an 
academic education ; studied law and was admitted to the bar May 11, 1844; was a Delegate 
in the National Whig Conventions of 1848 and 1852, and presided over the first Republican 
Convention in Ohio in 1855; was a Representative in the Thirty-fourth, Thirty-fifth, Thirty- 
sixth, and Thirty-seventh Congresses, and was the Republican candidate for Speaker m the 
winter of i85g-’6o; was elected to the Senate m March, 1861, and le elected in 1866 and 
1872 ; was appointed Secretary of the Treasury in March, 1877, and served as such during 
President Hayes’ administration ; and was re-elected to the United States Senate as a Repub- 
lican, to succeed Allen G. Thurman, Democrat, and took his seat March 4, 1881. His term of 
service will expire March 3, 1887,

seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 16,455 votes agamst 15, 157 votes for Hunt, Demo- 
crat. 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

County. — Part of Hamilton, including a portion of the dty of Cincinnati. 

Thomas L. Young, of Cincinnati, was born in the town of Killyleagh, County of Down, 
Ireland, December 14, 1832; emigrated to the United States when a boy; entered the United 
States Army during the last year of the Mexican war, and served until 1857 as an enlisted 
soldier; studied law, and taught school at Cincinnati until the commencement of the war of 
the rebellion; entered the volunteer army in 1861 as First Lieutenant, and dming the war 
was promoted to Captain, Major, Lieutenant-Colonel, Colonel, and Brevet Brigadier-General 
successively; in 1865 was admitted to the bar, and was appointed Assistant City Auditor of 
Cincinnati; was elected mtlie same year a member of the State House of Representatives for 
two years, m 1867 was elected Recorder of Hamilton County; in 1868 was appointed Super- 
visor of Internal Revenue; m the same year was Delegate to the Republican National Con- 
vention at Chicago; m 1871 was elected State Senator; in 1875 was elected Lieutenant- 
Governor; in 1877 succeeded President Hayes as Governor of Ohio; was elected to the Forty- 
sixth Congress, and was re elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving

for the full term of two years ; m 1873 he was elected Prosecuting Attorney for Butler County, 
which office he held foi the full term; in 1875 he was nominated for the State Senate of Ohio 
as a Republican, but was defeated; and he was elected to the Forty-sevtnth Congress as a 
Republican, receiving 18,863 votes against 17,835 votes for Ward, Democrat.

1873; was elected in 1875 a member of the State Legislatuie and served two yeais; was 
elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 21,572 votes against 21,244 
votes for John A. McMahon, Democrat. 

FIFTH DISTRICT.

Benjamin Le Fevre, of Sidney, was bora in Shelby County, Ohio, October, 8, 1838; was 
educated at the Miami University ; studied law at Sidney ; is a farmer by occupation ; volun- 
teered as a private soldier in the Union Army m 1861, and served until the close of the war ; 
was elected to the Legislature from Shelby County in 1865 ; was nominated in 1866 for Sec- 
retary of State by the Democrats of Ohio; was appointed United States Consul at Nurem- 
berg, Germany, m 1S67, by President Andrew Johnson; was elected to the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 23,598 
votes against 15,488 votes for Boone, Republican. 

SIXTH DISTRICT.

James Monroe Ritchie, of Toledo, was bora at Dunfermline, Scotland, July 28, 1829;

tional Republican Convention at Chicago m 1880; and was elected to the Forty seventh Con- 
gress as a Republican, receiving 19,782 votes against 19,097 votes for Frank H. Hurd, Dem- 
ocrat; 1,038 votes for B. F. Miller, National, and 139 votes for D. N. Trowbridge, Prohibition. 

SEVENTH DISTRICT.

John P. Leedom, of West Union, was born in Adams County, Ohio, Decembei 20, 1847; 
received a common-school education; giaduated at Smith’s Mercantile College in 1868; taught 
public school; is by profession a farmer; was elected Clerk of the Court of Common Pleas of 
Adams County in 1874, and re-elected m 1877; was a member of the Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee in 1879; was elected to the Forty seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 
1 7,375 votes against 15,663 votes for Hart, Republican. 

EIGHTH DISTRICT. 

Counties . — Champaign, Clark, Logan, Madison, and Miami. 

Joseph Warren Keifer, of Springfield, was bora in Bethel Township, Clark County, Ohio, 

J ianuary 30, 1836; was reared on a farm; educated in common schools and at Antioch Col- 
ege ; commenced the study of law in Springfield m 1856 ; was admitted to practice January 12, 
1858, and practised his profession at the last-named place until April 19, 1061, when he volun- 
teered in the Union Army; was commissioned Major of the Third Ohio Volunteer Infantry 
April 27, 1861, was promoted Lieutenant- Colonel of the same regiment Febiuary 12, 1862; 
was appointed Colonel of the One hundred and tenth Ohio Volunteer Infantry September 30, 
1862; was severely wounded at the battle of the Wilderness May 5, 1864, after having served 
in campaigns in the field in West Virginia, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama,' and Georgia ; 
was appointed Bngadier-General by brevet November 30, 1864, “ for gallant and meritorious 
services in the battles of Opequan, Fisher’s Hill, and Cedar Cieek, Virginia,” was assigned to 
duty by President Lincoln as Bngadier-General December 29, 1864; was appointed, July I, 
1865, Major-General by brevet “for gallant and distinguished services dunng the campaign 
ending m the surrender of the. insurgent army under General R. E. Lee,” was mustered out 
of service June 27, 1865, (having been m the Union Army four years and two months, and four 
times wounded ;) resumed practice of the law at Springfield, Ohio, m July, 1865 ; was appointed, 
without solicitation, Lieutenant-Colonel of the Twenty-sixth United States Infantry November 
30, 1866, but declined the appointment; yasa member of the Ohio State Senate m the years 
i 868-’69 ; was Commander of the Department of Ohio, Grand Army of the Republic, for the 
years i868-’7o, and was elected Vice-Commander-m-Chief of that organization May 8, 
1872; was Trustee of the Ohio Soldiers and Sailors’ Orahans’ Home from its organiza- 
tion under State authority, April 16, 1870, to March 5, 1878, when he resigned; has been 
a Trustee of Antioch College since June 30, 1873; was a Delegate at Large from Ohio 
to the National Republican Convention at Cincinnati m June, 1876; was a Representative 
from Ohio in the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 21,182 votes against 15,264 votes for Chance, 
Demociat. Was elected Speaker of the Forty-seventh Congress December 5, 1881.

James S Robinson, of Kenton, was born on a farm near Mansfield, m Richland County, 
Ohio, October 14, 1827; received a common-school education; learned the art of printing;

publication of “The Kenton Republican,” which he edited and published until the autumn of 
1864; in 1856 was elected Chief Clerk of the Ohio House of Representatives, which position, 
he filled for two terms; on the 18th of April, 1861, he enlisted in Company G, Fourth Ohio 
Volunteer Infantry , was chosen First Lieutenant of the Company, and on the 26th of April, 
1861, was promoted to Captain ; he served with his company and regiment under McClellan, 
participating m the battle of Rich Mountain October 26, 1861 ; was appointed Maior of the 
Eighty-second Ohio Volunteer Infantiy, promoted to be Lieutentant-Colonel in April, 1862, 
and promoted to the Colonelcy of the Regiment August 29, 1862; was brevetted a Bngadier- 
General December 14, 1864, appointed a Bngadier-General Tanuary 12, 1865, and brevetted a 
Major-General March 3, 1865 ; he participated in the battles of Rich Mountain, Cross Keys, Sec- 
ond Bull Run, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, (in which he was severely wounded,) Resaca, Dal- 
las, New Hope Church, Culf s Farm, Peach Tree Creek, Savannah, Arveybon, and Bentonville; 
was Chairman of the Republican State Executive Committee of Ohio m 1877, 1878, and 
1879; m January, 1880, he was appointed Commissioner of Railroads and Telegraphs in 
Ohio, which position he held for one year, and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress 
as a Republican, receiving 18,146 votes against 17,007 votes for Morris, Democrat.

Medical Staff during the rebellion as Assistant Surgeon of the Tenth and Surgeon of the 
Seventy-second Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and as Surgeon-in-Chief of Division m the Fifteenth 
Army Corps and of the District of Memphis ; and was elected to the Forty- seventh Congress 
as a Republican, receiving 18,394 votes against 17,026 votes for Morgan D. Shafer, Demo- 
crat. ' 

ELEVENTH DISTRICT.

Henry S. Neal, of Ironton, was bom at Gallipolis, Ohio, August 25, 1828; graduated at 
Marietta College in 1847; studied law and was admitted to the bar in 1851 ; was elected to 
the State Senate in 1861, and re-elected in 1863; was appointed Consul to Lisbon, Portugal, 
in i860; by the resignation of the Minister Resident, became Chargd d* Affaires in December, 
1869; m July, 1870, resigned and returned to Ohio ; was elected Delegate to the Ohio Consti- 
tutional Convention in 1873 ; was elected to the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, and 
was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, leceivmg 17,218 votes against 
15,080 votes for Hutchins, Democrat.

George L. Converse, of Columbus, was bom at Georgesville, Franklin County, Ohio, 
June 4, 1827; graduated at Granville College, Ohio, with the class of 1849; was admitted 
to the bar in 1851, and since then has practised his profession at Columbus, Ohio; repie- 
sented his county in the House of Representatives of that State during the years i860, *6i, 
*62, *63, *73, *74, *75, and* 76, and was Speaker of the House during the years 1873 and 1874; 
was a member of the Ohio Senate during the years 1864 and 1865; was elected to the 
Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, re- 
ceiving 21,673 votes against 17,484 votes for Groce, Republican.

since; was elected Prosecuting Attorney of Licking County, Ohio, in 1857, and re-elected in 
1859 and *6i; was Mayor of Newark, Ohio, from 3860 to 1864; was a Democratic candidate 
for the State Senate of Ohio in 1863, and for a Common Pleas Judgeship m 1866, but on both 
occasions was defeated; was a Delegate from the Thirteenth Congressional District of Ohio to 
the Saint Louis Convention m 1876; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re- 
elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 19,038 votes against 16,562 
votes for Clarke, Republican.

George W. Geddes, of Mansfield, was born at Mount Vernon, Ohio, July 16, 1824;

the profession since; was elected Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of the Sixth Judicial 
District in 1856, and re-elected without opposition in 1861 ; after serving ten years on the 
bench he returned to the practice until 1868, when he was again elected Judge of the same 
court for five years, at the expiration of which time he again returned to the practice ; was the 
Democratic candidate for Supreme Judge in 1871 ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, 
and. was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 18,520 votes 
against 12,653 votes for Fink, Republican.

1872 ; was a member of the Ohio Senate in 1872 and 1873 5 was temporary President of the 
Republican State Convention of Ohio in 1873, and Chairman of the State Republican Central 
Committee m 1875, when Rutherford B. Hayes was elected Governor; was a Delegate to the 
National Republican Convention at Cincinnati in 1876 ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress and re-elected to the Forty- seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 17,998 votes 
against 15,150 votes for Charlesworth, Democrat.

William McKinley, Jr., of Canton, was bom at Niles, Ohio, February 26, 1844; was 
educated at Poland Academy ; enlisted in the United States Army in May, 1861, as a pri- 
vate soldier in the Twenty-third Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and was mustered out as Captain 
of the same regiment and Brevet Major; was Prosecuting Attorney of Stark County, Ohio, 
1 869-* 7 1 ; was elected to the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to 
the Forty- seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 20,221 votes against 16,650 votes for 
Thoman, Democrat.

Addison S. McClure, of Wooster, was born at Wooster, Ohio, October 10, 1839; re- 
ceived an academic education at Jefferson College, Pennsylvania; studied law in the office of 
Hon. M. Welker, and was admitted to the bar in April, 1861 ; entered the army as a private 
in April, 1861, and was elected Captain of Company H, Sixteenth Ohio Infantry Volunteers, 
m October of the same year, and was discharged on account of expiration of service m the 
fall of 1864; was elected Recorder of Wooster m 1867; was appointed Postmaster of Woos- 
ter in 1867, re-appointed in 1872, and again re-appointed in 1876; was a Delegate to the Na- 
tional Republican Convention at Chicago m 1808 and at Cincinnati m 1876; was editor of 
“ The Wooster Republican” 1870-1880; and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a 
Republican, receiving 18,570 votes against 13,474 votes for Wadsworth, Democrat.

Ezra B. Taylor, of Warren, was bom at Nelson, Portage County, Ohio, July 9, 1823; 
was the son of a farmer and worked on the farm, having the advantages of neighborhood com- 
mon schools till he was seventeen years old, when he attended select schools and academies for 
three years ; at the age of twenty commenced reading law with Judge Paine, now of Cleve- 
land, then residing in Portage County; in August, 1845, commenced the practice of law 
m his native county, m 1854 was elected Prosecuting Attorney, and at the expiration of his 
teim was tendered a unanimous renommation, which he declined; in 1861 he removed to 
Warren, Tiumbull County, Ohio, wheie he still resides; in March, 1877, was appointed 
by Governor Young Common Pleas Judge for the Ninth Judicial District, consisting of the 
nine northeastern counties of the State, to fill a vacancy caused by the death of Judge F. 
G. Servis; was elected in October, 1877, for a full term; on his nomination as candidate 
for the Forty-seventh Congress he resigned his position on the bench, September 5, 1880, 
and was elected m the following Octobei by a majonty of 12,678 votes over Mr. Adams, his 
Democratic opponent, who received about 10,000 votes ; General Garfield having been 
elected President, resigned his membership of the Forty-sixth Congress on the 8th day of No- 
vember, 1880, and Mr. Taylor was, on the 30th day of November of the same year, elected to 
fill the vacancy so caused, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, 
receiving 22,794 votes against 10,116 votes for Adams, Democrat.

Amos Townsend, of Cleveland, Ohio, was bora in Fayette County, Pennsylvania, in 1831 ; 
removed at an early age to Ohio, and became a citizen of Cleveland, with whose commercial 
interests he has been identified during the past twenty years ; was for ten years a member of 
the City Council, serving seven of those years as its President ; was a member of the State 
Constitutional Convention in 1873; was elected to the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, 
and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 20,333 votes 
against 15,106 votes for Hutchins, Democrat.

La Fayette Grover, of Salem, was bora at Bethel, Oxford County, Maine, November 
29, 1823; was primarily educated at Gould’s Academy, Bethel; was two years a student at 
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Bowdoin College; pursued his studies to a liberal course at P hila delphia, where he also studied 
law, and was admitted to the bar m 1850; removed to Oregon ; was elected by the Territorial 
Legislature Prosecuting Attorney for the Second Judicial District, and as Auditor of Public 
Accounts for the Territory, i85i-’52; was elected a member of the Legislature in 1853 ; was 
appointed by the Department of the Interior as a Commissioner to audit the spoliation claims 
growing out of the Rogue River Indian war m 1854 ; was again elected a member of the Leg- 
islature m 1855, at which session he served as Speaker of the House ; was appointed by the 
Secretary of War as a member of the Board of Commissioners to audit the Indian war expenses 
of Oregon and Washington in 1856; was a Delegate to the Convention which framed the 
present Constitution 'of Oregon in 1857; was Representative from Oregon m the Thirty-fifth 
Congress; was Chairman of the Democratic State Central Committee 1 866-’ 70; was elected 
Governor of Oregon in 1870 for the term of four years-, re-elected in 1874, and served until 
February 1, 1877, when he resigned, having been elected to the United States Senate as a 
Democrat, to succeed James K. Kelly, Democrat, and took his seat March 8, 1877. His term 
of service will expire March 3, 1883. 

James H. Slater, of La Grande, was bom m Sangamon County, Illinois, December 28, 1826 ; 
received a common* school education; emigrated to California in 1849; settled in Oregon in 
1850; studied law and was admitted to the bar in 1854 ; served as Clerk of the District Court 
of the Territory of Oregon for Benton County from 1853 to 1856; was elected a member of 
the Legislative Assembly of that Territory in 1857, and again elected in 1858, and at the same 
time elected a member of the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oiegon; was elected Dis- 
trict Attorney in the Fifth Judicial District m i860 ; was elected Presidential Elector on the 
Seymour ticket m 186S; was elected a Representative fiom Oregon in the Forty-second Con- 
gress; was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed Tohn H. Mitchell, 
Republican, and took his seat March 18, 1879. His term of service will expire March 3,

Melvin C. George, of Portland, was born in Noble County, Ohio, May 13, 1849; was 
educated at the Santiam Academy and the Willamette University in Oregon , studied law and 
was admitted to the bar; commenced the practice of law in Portland in 1877; was elected 
State Senator from Multnomah District for four years ; received all the votes of the Republi- 
can Senators for President of the State Senate at the biennial session of 1878 ; and was elected 
to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 19,578 votes against 18,181 votes 
for Whittaker, Democrat, and 301 votes for Sears, Greenbacker. Re-electei to the Forty- 
eighth Congress.

James Donald Cameron, of Harrisburg, was bom at Middletown, Pennsylvania, in 1833 ; 
received a classical education; was a student at Princeton College; entered the Middletown 
Bank as clerk, and became its cashier; was President of the Northern Central Railway Com- 
pany of Pennsylvania, 186 6-’ 74, when the road was leased to the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany ; was Secretary of War under President Grant from May 22, 1 876, to March 3, 1877 ; was 
a Delegate to the National Republican Convention at Cincinnati m 1076 ; was elected a United 
States Senator from Pennsylvania (to fill the vacancy caused by the lesignation of his father, 
Hon. Simon Cameron) m March, 1877; took his seat October 15, 1877, and. was re-elected. 
His term of service will expire March 3, 1885. 

John I, Mitchell, of Wellsboro’, was bom m Tioga County, Pennsylvania, July 28, 
1838; spent his boyhood upon his father’s fern; received a common-school education and 
private instruction, and passed some time at the University of Lewisburg, Pennsylvania, 
( i8 57-’59i) hut did not graduate; taught school; served in the Union. Army as a Lieutenant 
and Captain in the One hundred and thirty- sixth Pennsylvania Volunteers; was adm itted 
to the bar m 1864, and has since practised law , was elected District Attorney of his native 
county in 1868, serving three years; edited “The Tioga County Agitator” during the year 
1870 was a member of the State House of Representatives five years, fiom 1872 to 1876 
inclusive, and served as Cha irm a n of the Judiciary General, and Vfays and Means Committees; 
was elected to the Forty-fifth Congress, and was re-elected to the Forty- sixth Congress ; was 
elected to the United States Senate as a Republican, to succeed William A. Wallace, Demo- 
crat, and took his seat March 4, 1881. His term of service will expire March 3, 1887.

Forty-fifth, and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected 
to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 13,661 votes against 9,880 votes for 

He was elected Speaker of the House for the last session of the 
Forty-fourth, for the Forty -fifth, and for the Forty- sixth Congresses.

and for ten years Judge of the Court of Common Pleas of Philadelphia; was a Delegate to 
the National Republican Convention at Chicago in i860; was elected to the Thirty-seventh, 
Thirty-eighth, Thirty-ninth, Fortieth, Forty-first, Forty-second, Forty-third, Forty-fourth, 
Forty-fifth, and Foity-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress 
as a Republican, teceivmg 25,968 votes against 16,487 votes for George Bull, Democrat.

William Godshalk, of New Britain, was bom at East Nottingham, Chester County, Penn- 
sylvania, October 25, 1817; attended the common schools; was for a time a student at the 
Union Academy, Doylestown ; is by occupation a miller ; was elected an Associate Judge of 
Bucks County in October, 1871, and served the full term of five years; and was elected to 
the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican 
receiving 17,944 votes against 16,080 votes for J. Slinguff, Democrat. 

EIGHTH DISTRICT. 

County . — Berks. 

Daniel Ermentrout, of Reading, was bora at Reading, Pennsylvania, January 24, 1837, 
and has continued to reside there ever since; was educated m the public and classical schools 
of his native city, Franklin and Marshall College, Lancaster and Elmwood Institutes, Norris- 
town, Pennsylvania; studied law and was admitted to practice in August, 1859 » elected 

District Attorney for three years m 1862; was Solicitor for the City of Reading 1867-1870; 
was elected to the State Senate of Pennsylvania in 1873 for a term of three years, and re- 
elected in 1876 for four years ; was a member of the Board of School Control of Reading for 
many years; was appointed in October, 1877, by Governor Hartianft, a member of the Penn- 
sylvania Statuary Commission; was several times chosen chairman of the Standing Committee 
of Berks County, and Delegate to various Democratic State Conventions ; was a delegate to 
the National Democratic Convention held at Cincinnati in 1880; and was elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 16,049 votes against 9,152 votes for J. H. Jacobs, 
Redublican.

in 1844; m 1845 was elected to the State Senate ; was elected to the Forty-third, Forty- fourth. 
Forty-fifth, and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as 
a Republi can , receiving 19,466 votes against 10,665 votes for J. L. Stemmetz, Democrat. 

TENTH DISTRICT. 

Counties . — Northampton and Lehigh, and the townships of Bridgeton, Durham, East 
Rockhill, Haycock, Milford, Nockamixon, Richland, Springfield, Tinicum, and West Rock- 
hill, and the boroughs of Quakertown and Sellersville, in the county of Bucks. 

William Mutchlfr, of Easton, was born in Northampton County, Pennsylvania, Decem- 
ber 21, 1831; received an academic education; studied law, and has since practised; was 
elected Prothonotary of his native county in i860, and re-elected in 1863 ; was appointed 
Assessor of Internal Revenue by President Johnson in March, 1867, and served until May, 
1869; was Chairman of the Democratic State Committee of Pennsylvania in 1869-* 70; was 
elected to the Forty-fourth Congress, and was elected to the Forty-seventli Congress as a 
Democrat, receiving 21,364 votes against 13,326 votes for H. H. Fisher, Republican. 

ELEVENTH DISTRICT 

Counties . — Carbon, Columbia, Montour, Monroe, Pike, and the townships of Nescopeck, 
Black Creek, Sugar Loaf, Butler, Hazle, Foster, Bear Creek, Bucks, Salem, Hollenbach,

Robert Klotz, of Mauch Chunk, was born in Northampton (now Carbon) County, October 
27, 1819; he only received such early education as was to be had in the farming districts dur- 
ing the winter months, with the exception of six months at a private school m Easton, Penn- 
sylvania, after he was twenty-three years of age ; he is what may be called a general business 
man, having interests in several enterprises ; He was elected in 1843 the first Register and Re- 
corder of Carbon County ; was elected in 1846 Lieutenant of Company K of the Second Regi- 
ment of Pennsylvania Volunteers, commanded by Col. John W. Geary, m the Mexican war ; 
was elected in 1848 to the State House of Representatives, and was re-elected in 1849; went 
to Kansas in 1855, where he was subsequently a member of the Topeka Constitutional Conven- 
tion, serving as the first Secretary of State under that organization, and as a Brigadier-General 
under the Robinson government; was elected m 1859 Treasurer of Carbon County; entered 
the Umon Army m 1861 and served thiee mouths under General Patterson ; was again m the 
service in 1862 as Colonel of the Nineteenth Regiment, at Chambersburg, in the emergency; 
is one of the Trustees of the Lehigh University at Bethlehem, and one of the Board of Man- 
agers of the Laflin & Rand Powder Company at New York; was elected to the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress and was re elected to the Forty-seventh Congiess as a Democrat, receiving 19,812 votes 
against 11,465 votes for W. J. Scott, Republican, and 658 scattering.

Joseph A Scranton, of Scranton, was bora at Madison, Connecticut, July 26, 1838; re- 
moved to Pennsylvania m 1847; received an academic education; was Collector of internal 
Revenue i86^-*66; was Postmaster at Scranton, i874- , 8i; was delegate lo the Republican 
National Convention at Philadelphia in 1872; founded the “Scranton Daily Republican ” in 
1867, and has since maintained its sole ownership and control; and was elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 13,455 votes against 10,948 votes for D. W. 
Connolly, Democrat, and 4,174 votes for Henanck B. Wright, Greenback candidate. 

THIRTEENTH DISTRICT. 

County . — Schuylkill. 

Charles N. Brumm, of Minersville, was bom at Pottsville, Pennsylvania, June 9, 1838; 
received a common-school education with the exception of one year at the Pennsylvania 
College, Gettysburg, Pennsylvania; served an apprenticeship at the trade of watchmaker; 
studied law two years in the office of the late Howell Fisher, esq ; left studies and enlisted 
as a pnvate under the first call of President Lincoln for three-months men; was elected as 
First Lieutenant Company I, Fifth Pennsylvania Volunteers; after expiration of term re-en- 
listed September 15, 1861, for three years, and was elected First Lieutenant of Company K, 
Seventy-sixth Pennsylvania Volunteers, November 18, 1861 ; was detailed on the staff ot 
General Baiton as Assistant Quartermaster and Aid-de-Camp, which position he held under 
Generals Barton and Pennypacker until the expiration of his term, of service ; resumed the 
study of law under the late E. O. Parry, and was admitted to the bar in 1871 ; has since prac- 
ticed the profession of law at the Schuylkill County bar ; was elected to Congress m 1878 to 
represent the Thirteenth District of Pennsyh ania, but was counted out by one hundred and 
ninety-two votes; and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican Greenbacker, 
receiving 12,038 votes against 11,007 votes for John W. Ryon, Democrat.

Samuel F. Barr, of Harrisburg, was bom near Coleraine, County Antrim, Ii eland, June 
15, 1829 , his parents came to the United States in 1831 ; received a common school educa- 
tion ; from his early boyhood until a few years ago has been engaged m commercial and 
railroad affairs ; was freight agent of the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago railroad in 
1855— ’6 ; was engaged early m the war on the Government railways m and about Washing- 
ton ; in 1867 was appointed Clerk of the Committee on Agriculture of the Senate, and after- 
wards became Clerk of the Committee on Foreign Relations of that body; was for five years 
editor of the “Harnsburg (Pa ) Telegraph,” from which position he withdrew in 1878, giv- 
ing up active business ; and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, re- 
ceiving 18,320 votes against 15,571 votes for Grant Weidman, Democrat, and 680 votes for 
J. A. Cake, Greenback candidate. 

FIFTEENTH DISTRICT.

Cornelius C. Jadwin, of Honesdale, was bora at Carbondale, Pennsylvania, March 27, 
1835; leceived a common school education; at the age of eighteen was placed in charge 01 
a aty school, where he taught for four years, devoting his leisure time to the study of civil 
engineering and pharmacy; from 1857 to 1861 was a civil and mining engineel ; from 1861 has 
given his attention to the drug business ; he located at Honesdale m 1862 ; was for nine suc- 
cessive years a member, and Tor three years Preside&t, of the Board of Education of his dis- 
trict; was a Delegate to the Chicago Convention m 1880; and was elected to the Forty-sev- 
enth Congress as a Republican, leceivmg 18,223 votes against 13,602 votes for R. A. Packer, 
Democrat, 966 votes for J. Burrows, Greenback candidate, and 216 votes for L. Smith, Pro- 
hibitionist. 

SIXTEENTH DISTRICT.

Robert J. C. Walker, of Williamsport, was born in Chester County, Pennsylvania, Octo- 
ber 20, 1838; educated at East Hampton and Old Cambridge, Massachusetts, graduated at 
Dane Hall, Harvard University, m 1858 ; was admitted to the Philadelphia bar October 20,

Jacob Miller Campbell, of Johnstown, was bom in Allegheny township, Somerset 
County, Pennsylvania, November 20, 1821; received a common-school education, learned the 
art of printing m the office of -‘The Somerset Whig; ” from 1841 to 1847 was engaged m 
steamboating on the Lower Mississippi River and its tributaries; in 1850 was goll-mining in 
California; in 1853 aided in building the Cambria Iron Works, at Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 
and remained m the employ of that company until the commencement of the war of the 
rebellion m 1861 ; in April, 1861, entered the military service as First Lieutenant of Company 
G, Third Pennsylvania Volunteers; in the fall of the same year recruited the Fifty fourth 
Regiment, three years volunteeis, and commanded it as Colonel; was brevetted Brigadier- 
General June 5, 1864; was elected Surveyor- General (now called secretary of internal affairs) 
of Pennsylvania m 1865 for a term of three years, and was re-elected in 1868 for a like term; 
was a Delegate to the first Republican Convention, held in Philadelphia in 1856; is a Trustee 
of the Pennsylvania State College; was a member of the Forty-fifth Congress; and was 
elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 17,300 votes against 15,864 
votes for A. H. Coffroth, Democrat.

Horatio G. Fisher, of Huntingdon, was bom at Huntingdon, Pennsylvania, April 21, 
1838; graduated at La Fayette College, Easton, Pennsylvania, July, 1855; is engaged m 
mining, shipping, and wholesale coal business ; was elected member of Councils m 1862, and 
served three yeax 5 ; was elected County Auditor in 1865, and served three years ; was elected 
Burgess in 1874, and served three years ; was elected to the Senate of Pennsylvania in 1876, 
from the Thirty third District, to serve four years; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress 
and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 16,847 votes 
against 16, 130 votes for R. Milton Speer, Democrat and Greenback candidate.

Frank E. Beltzhoover, of Carlisle, was bom in Silver Spring Township, Cumberland 
County, Pennsylvania, November 6, 1841 ; received a primary education at Big Spring Acad- 
emy at Newville , entered Pennsylvania C »llege at Gettysburg m 1858 and graduated mi86z ; 
read, law, and was admitted to the bar in 1864, at Carlisle, where he has since practised; was 
Chairman of the Democratic Committee of Cumberland County in 1868 and 1873 5 was Dis- 
trict Attorney from 1874 to 1877; was a Delegate to the Democratic National Convention at 
Saint Louis m 1876; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress and was reelected to the 
Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 20,621 votes against 15,009 votes for Charles 
J. Little, Republican.

was a member of the Constitutional Convention of Pennsylvania; and was elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 17,461 votes against 14,572 votes for Thomas H. 
Murray, Republican. 

twenty- first district. 

Counties. — Fayette, Greene, and Westmoreland. 

Morgan R. Wise, of Waynesburg, was bom June 7, 1830, at West Bethlehem, Washing- 
ton County, Pennsylvania ; his father, Joseph Wise, brought him up as a practical farmer; lie 
taught a day and public school when quite young ; crossed the plains in a company of twenty- 
m . en ? under Capt. George W. Reed, and engaged in mining gold in the Territory of 
California in 1850 , while there he volunteered, under Major Stammins, to defend the mmers 
against the depredations of the Indians ; returning to Pennsylvania, he graduated at Waynes- 
burg College in 1856; was elected a member of the State House of Representatives in 1874 
and re-elected in 1876, serving four years , was one of a corporation organized m Philadelphia, 
composed of some of the ablest men in the State, which issued “The Greenback Herald” m 
1875; was elected to the Forty- sixth Congress and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Con- 
gress as a Democrat, receiving 18, 186 votes against 11,879 votes for J. E. Sayers, Republican, 
and 4,083 votes for G. W. K. Minor, Greenback can didate.

Russell Er_rett, of Pittsburg, was born in New York, November 10, 1817; was self-edu-

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of Pittsburg in 1S60; served as Clerk of the Pennsylvania Senate in l86o-*6i andin 1872-' 76; 
was appointed Additional Paymaster m the United States Army in 1861, and served until mus- 
tered out in 1866 ; was elected to the State Senate of Pennsylvania m 1867; was appointed 
Assessor of Internal Revenue in 1869 and served until 1873 ; was elected to the Forty-fifth and 
Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty- seventh Congress as a Republican, 
receiving 18,241 votes against 14,084 votes for J. H. Hopkins, Democrat, and 1,923 votes for 
M. J. Sullivan, Greenback candidate.

Thomas M. Bayne, of Robella, was bom in that city June 14, 1836; was educated 
at the public schools and at Westminster College; entered the Union Army in July,

Greenbacker, receiving 16,044 votes against 15,287 votes for Harry White, Republican.

Samuel H. Miller, of Mercer, was born at Cool Spring, Mercer County, Pennsylvania, 
April 19, 1S40; was piepared for college in the common school by James Hannavan; gradu- 
ated fiom Westminster College in i860; taught school in the winter of i86o-’6i, in Madison 
County, Kentucky; edited and published “The Mercer Dispatch,” a Republican journal, 
1861-1870; was admitted to the bar at Mercer m 1870, where he has since practised; and was 
elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 17,630 votes against I 4 * 97 6 
votes for J. H. CaldweU, Democrat, and 3,895 votes for W. C. Plummer, Greenback candi- 
date.

LEWIS F. Watson, of Warren, was bom in Crawford County, Pennsylvania, April 14, 1819 ;

President of the Warren Savings-Bank at its organization in 1870; was elected to the Forty- 
fifth Congress, and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 
15,74° votes against 14,438 votes for Alfied Short, Democrat and Greenback,

Henry B. Anthony, of Providence, was born in Coventry, Rhode Island, April 1, 1815; 

f raduated at Brown University, Rhode Island; assumed the editorial charge of “The Provi- 
ence Journal; ” was elected Governor of Rhode Island in 1849* re-elected in 1850, and de-

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dined a re-election ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Union Republican, to succeed 
Philip Allen, Democrat, and took his seat m 1850; was re-elected in 1864, was again re- 
elected in 1870, was again re-elected in 1876, and was again re elected m 1882. He was 
elected President of the Senate pro tempore March 23, 1869, and was re-elected March io, 
1871- His term of service wiUexpire March 3, 1889. 

Nelson W. Aldrich, of Providence, was born at Foster, Rhode Island, November 6, 
1841 ; received an academic education ; is engaged in mercantile pursuits ; was President of 
the Providence Common Council in i872-’73; was a member of the Rhode Island Geneial 
Assembly in 1875-76, serving the latter year as Speaker of the House of Representatives ; 
was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congtess; 
was elected to the United States Senate as a Republican, to succeed Ambrose E. Burnside, 
Republican, and took his seat December 5, 1881.

Henry J. Spooner, of Piovidence, was bom at Providence, Rhode Island, August 6 
1839; received his earlier education and was prepared foi college mostly in the public schools 
of his native city; graduated at Brown University, Rhode Island, in 1860;^ studied law at 
Law School, Albany, New York, and in office of Thurston and Ripley, Providence; entered 
the Union Army m 1862 as Second Lieutenant m the Fourth Regiment of Rhode Island Vol- 
unteers, Infantry, serving m the Armies of the Potomac and the James, and mostly in the 
Ninth Amiy Corps; and soon alter the battle of Antietam was promoted to First Lieutenant 
and Adjutant of the same regiment; was mustered out of service m 1865 ; and later, in the 
same year, was admitted to the bai of the Supreme Corn t of Rhode Island, and has since 
been engaged m the successful practice of law m Providence, Rhode Island , was Commander 
of the Department of Rhode Island, Grand Army of the Republic, 1 877; was Representative 
from the city of Providence to the General Assembly of Rhode Island, by seven successive 
elections, from 1875 to 1881, inclusive, serving upon Committees on Judicial y. Militia, &c., 
and was Speaker of the Rhode Island House of Representatives two years, by successive 
elections, i879-’8i; was elected to the Forty seventh Congress a& a Republican, to fill the 
vacancy occasioned by resignation of Nelson W. Aldrich, elected United States Senator, re- 
ceiving 3,623 votes, against 1,103 for Henry T. Sisson, Democrat, 709 votes for Charles C. 
Van Zandt, and 23 votes scattering.

Jonathan Chace, of Providence, was bom at Fall River, Massachusetts, September 22, 
1829; received an academic education; is a cotton manufacturer; was a member of the 
State Senate two tetms, 1876 and 1877, and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a 
Republican, receiving 8,515 votes against 6,027 votes for Franklin Treat, Democrat, and 139 
votes scattering.

Matthew C. Butler, of Edgefield, was born near Greenville, South Carolina, March 8, 
1836; received a classical education at the academy at Edgefield, and entered the South Carolina 
College m October, 1854; left this institution before graduating, and studied law at Stonelands, 
the residence of his uncle, Hon. A. P. Butler, near Edgefield Court-House ; was admitted 
to the bar in December, 1857; practised at Edgefield Court-House; was elected to the Legis- 
lature of South Carolina in i860 , enteied the Confederate sei vice as Captain of Cavalry in the 
Hampton Legion in June, 1861, and became a Major-General through the regular grades; 
lost his nght Teg at the battle of Brandy Station on the 9th of June, 1863; was elected to the 
Legislature of South Carolina in 1866; was a candidate for Lieutenant-Governor of South 
Carolina in 1870 ; received the Democratic vote of the South Carolina Legislature for United 
States Senator in 1870, receiving 30 votes ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Demo- 
crat, to succeed Thomas J. Robertson, Republican, and was admitted to his seat December 2, 
1877. His term will expire March 3, 1883. 

Wade Hampton, horn m Charleston, South Carolina, on the 28th March, 1818 ; graduated 
at Ae South Carolina College; served in both branches of State Legislature; was a member 
of Senate when State seceded; resigned and served in Confederate Army during the war; was 
elected Governor of the State m 1876, and again in 1878, and elected United States Senator in 
December, 1878; he took his seat Apnl 16, 1879; his term of service will expire March 3, 1885.

John S. Richardson, of Sumter, was bom near Sumter, South Carolina, February 29, 
1828; received an academic education at Cokesbury, South Carolina; entered the South Caro- 
lina College in 1847, and graduated m 1850; studied law and was admitted to the bar in 
1852; settled at Sumter, South Carolina, and is a lawyer and farmer; at the beginning 
of the war he enteied the Confederate service as a Captain of Infantry and served as such 
under General (then Colonel) J. B. Kershaw, until after the first battle of Manassas, where 
he was wounded^; after recovering from his wound, he returned to the army and served as 
Adjutant of the Twenty-third South Carolina Regiment; was elected a member of the State 
Legislature m 1865 and served as such until 1867; was appointed the Agent of the State of 
South Carolina in 1866 to apply for and receive the land-scrip donated to South Carolina by 
Congress ; was a Delegate From South Carolina to the Saint Louis National Democratic Con- 
vention in 1876 ; was the nominee of the Democratic party m 1876 for the Forty-fifth Con- 
gress from the First Congressional District, was elected to the Forty-sixth Congiess, and was 
re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 20, 142 votes against 11,674 
votes for Lee, Republican. 

SECOND DISTRICT. 

Counties . — Charleston, Clarendon, and Orangeburg. 

Edmund W. M. Mackey, of Chaileston, was born at Charleston, South Carolina, March 
8, 1846; leceived a classical education, but was pi evented by the wai from entenng college, 
for which he was pieparing when the war began; was appointed Assistant Absessor of Inter- 
nal Revenue m the second collection district of South Carolina, September 8, 1865 ; while 
occupying that position studied law and was subsequently admitted to the bar by the Supreme 
Couit of South Carolina, November 22, 1868; took a prominent part in the work of lecon- 
stiuction, and was elected November 19 and 20, 1867, a Delegate to the State Constitutional 
Convention, was elected Sheriff of Charleston County June 2 and 3, 1868, f:>r a term of four 
years ; was elected an Alderman of the city of Charleston in November, 1868, again m Octo- 
ber, 1S73, and re-elected in 1875; dui mg i8yt- f y2 was editor and propnetoi of “The Charles- 
ton Republiam ; ” was elected in Novembei, 1873, a Representative m the Legislature of 
bouth Carolina; was elected in November, 1874, a Representative m the Forty-fourth Con- 
gress; was elected in November, 1876, a Representative in the State Legislature, and upon 
its assembling was elected Speaker of the House ; was a Delegate to the National Republican 
Convention at Philadelphia m 1872, and also to the National Republican Convention at Chi- 
cago m 1880, being at the latter convention chairman of the South Carolina delegation; has 
been a Delegate to eveiy Republican State Convention in South Carolina since the organiza- 
tion of that party in that State m 1868, and has thrice been piesident of such conventions; at 
present is Chairman of the Republican State Executive Committee ; during i878-’8i was As- 
sistant United States Attorney for South Carolina; was a candidate on the Republican ticket 
for the Forty-sixth Congress, to which he claims to have been elected, but the certificate of 
election was given by the State Boaid of Canvassers to M. P. O’Connor, whose seat he con- 
tested without success, the Committee on Elections having failed to make any report in the 
case to the House; was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican receiving, 
according to the returns made by the present managers of the election, 18,337 votes against 
17,458 votes for M. P. O’Connor, Democrat, but neveitheless the certificate of election was 
given by the State Board of Canvassers to the latter, whose right to the seat he contested, 
and on the 31st May, 1882, he was seated by the House. 

THIRD DISTRICT. 

Counties. — Abbeville, Anderson, Laurens, Newberry, Oconee, Pickets, and Richland. 

D. Wyatt Aiken, of Cokesbury, was bom at Winnsboro*, Fairfield County, South 
Carolina, March 17, 1828; received an academic education at Mount Zion Institute, Wmns 
boro’; graduated at the South Carolina College, Columbia, m 1849; taught school two 
years; settled upon a farm in 1852, and has continued until the present time to profess and 
practise forming; m 1861 entered the volunteer service of the Southern Confederacy as a pri- 
vate; was appointed Adjutant of the Seventh Regiment of Volunteers ; was elected Colonel of 
the same when re-organized at the expiration or their term of service , was relieved from 
service by reason of wounds received on the 17th of September, 1862, at Antietam; was 
elected to the State Legislature in 1864 and again in 1S66; was Master of the State Grange 
for two years and member of the Executive Committee of the National Grange for six years; 
was a Delegate to the National Democratic Convention at Saint Louis that nommated Tilden 
and Hendricks ; was elected to the Forty-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re elected 
to the Foity-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 2 7, 863 votes against 9,758 votes for 
Slolbrand, Republican. 

FOURTH DISTRICT. 

Counties. — Chester, Fairfield, Greenville, Kershaw, Lancaster, Spartanburg, Union, and 
York. 

John H. Evins, of Spartanburg, was bom in Spartanburg District, (now county,) South 
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Carolina, July 18, 1830; entered South Caiolina College m December, 1850, and graduated 
in 1853; studied law, and was admitted to practice in 1856; was an officer m the Confederate 
service, serving first as a First Lieutenant in the Fifth South Carolina Regiment, and after- 
ward as a Captain in the Palmetto Sharpshooters ; was wounded, and being disabled from 
active service m the field was appointed Lieutenant- Colonel, and assigned to duty in his own 
State; was a member of the Legislature of South Carolina for two terms; was elected to the 
Foity-fifth and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a 
Democrat, receivmg 27,985 votes against 11,780 votes for Blythe, Republican. 

FIFTH DISTRICT. 

Counties. — Aiken, Barnwell, Beaufort, Colleton, Hampton, and Edgefield. 

George D. Tillman, of Edgefield, was bom neai Curryton, Edgefield County, South 
Carolina, August 21, 1826; after receiving an academical education at Penfield, Geoigia, and 
at Gieenwood, South Caiolma, he entered Hai yard University, but did not graduate ; studied 
law with Chancellor F H. Wardlaw, and was admitted to the bar in 1848; practised at Edge- 
field Court-House until the civil war broke out, but has been a cotton-planter since the war, 
neglecting his profession, except to give counsel and do conveyancing gratis among his neigh- 
bors ; volunteered in the Thud Regiment of South Caiolina State troops in 1862, and shortly 
after its disbandment entered the Second Regiment of South Caiolina Artillery, in which he 
served as a private until the close of the war; was elected to the State House of Representa- 
tives of South Carolina in 1854-' 55, and again in 1864; was chosen a membei of the State 
Constitutional Convention in 1865, held under the reconstruction proclamation of President 
Johnson; was also elected State Senator from Edgefield County in 1865, under that constitu- 
tion; was likewise a member of the Democratic State Executive Committee of South Caio- 
lma m 1876 ; was the Democratic candidate m the Fifth District of South Carolina for the 
Forty-fifth Congress, and unsuccessfully contested the seat of his competitor, Robeit Smalls, 
in that Congress ; although the Committee of Elections reported in favor of vacating the elec- 
tion, yet the House, from some unassigned cause, failed to act on the report ; was elected to 
the Forty-sixth Congress, and was re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, 
receiving 23,325 votes against 15,282 votes for Smalls, Republican. 


TENNESSEE. 

SENATORS. 

Isham G. Harris, of Memphis, was bom m Franklin County, Tennessee; was educated 
at the academy at Winchester; studied law, was admitted to the bar, and commenced to 
practise at Paris, Henry County, Tennessee, m 1841 ; was elected to the State Legislature as 
a Democrat from the counties of Henry, Weakley, and Obion, in 1847; was a candidate for 
Presidential Elector in the Ninth Congressional District of Tennessee on the Democratic ticket in 
1848; was elected to Congiess as a Democrat from the Ninth Congressional District m 1849, 
re-elected in 1851, and nominated as the candidate of the Democratic party in 1853, but declined 
the nomination; removed to Memphis, and there resumed the practice of his profession ; 
was a Presidential Elector for the State at Large in 1856; was elected Governor of Tennessee 
as a Democrat m 1857, re-elected in 1859, and again in 1861; was a Volunteer Aid upon 
the staff of the Commanding Geneial of the Confederate Army of Tennessee for the last three 
years of the war; returned to the piactice of law at Memphis m 1867, and was engaged m it 
when elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, (defeating Judge L L. Hawkins, Re- 
publican,) to succeed Henry Cooper, Democrat, and took his seat March 5, 1877. His term of 
service will expire March 3, 1883. 

Howell Edmunds Jackson, of Jackson, was bom at Paris, Tennessee, April 8, 1832; in 
1840 his parents removed to Jackson ; received a classical education, graduating at West Ten- 
nessee College m 1848, and afterwards studying for two yeais at the university of Virginia; 
studied law m Jackson, under his kinsmen Judges A. W. O. Totten and Milton Brown ; en- 
teied the Lebanon Law School in 1855, graduated the following year, and commenced the 
practice of law at Jackson; removed to Memphis m 1859 and engaged m the practice of law;

practised law; was elected State Senator for four years in 1861, but declined, and raised the 
Ninth Texas Infantry for the Confederate States Army, of which he was Colonel ; was pro- 
moted Brigadier- General in 1862 and Major-General in 1864; commanded the Indian Ter- 
ritory military district i 863-’65, and was also Superintendent of Indian Affairs; remained in 
the service until the surrender of the trans-Mississippi Department May 26, 1865; resumed the 
practice of law; was commissioned as Judge of the Eighth District of Texas April 18, 1873, but 
declined ; was elected to the United States Senate as a Democrat, to succeed James W. Flanagan, 
Republican; took his seat March 5, 1875, and was re-elected. His term of service will 
expire March 3, 1887. 

Richard Coke, of Waco, was bom at Williamsburg, Virginia, March 13, 1829; was edu- 
cated at William and Mary College ; studied law, was admitted to the bar when twenty-one years 
of age, and has since practised constantly, when not in the public service ; removed in 1850 to 
Waco, Mclennan County, Texas, where he has since resided ; served in the Confederate Army 
as private and afterward as Captain; was appointed District Judge in June, 1865; was nomi- 
nated by the Democratic party for Judge of the State Supreme Court m 1866 and elected, and 
after having occupied the position one year was removed by General Sheridan as “an impedi- 
ment to reconstruction;” returned to the practice of law the latter pait of 1867; was elected 
Governor of Texas in December, 1873, by a majority of 50,000, and was re-elected m February, 
1876, by a majority of 102,000, resignmg December 1 , 1877, after having been elected the previous 
April to the United States Senate as a Demociat, to succeed Morgan C. Hamilton, Republican, 
and took his seat March 4, 1877. His term of service will expire March 3, 1883.

Speaker of the House the first two sessions ; and was elected to the Forty-seventh Congress 
as a Democrat, receiving 4,095 votes against 3,606 votes for M. W. -Stewart, Republican. 


DAKOTA. 

Richard F. Pettigrew, of Sioux Falls, was born at Ludlow, Vermont, July 23, 184S; re- 
moved with his parents to Evansville, Rock County, Wisconsin, m 1854 » attended school at the 
academy at that place; entered Beloit College zn 1866 and remained two years; was a mem- 
ber of the law class at the University of Wisconsin in 1869; came to Dakota m July, 1869, 
in the employ of a United States Deputy Surveyor as a laboier; located at Sioux Falls, in 
said Territory, where he now resides; was engaged in government surveying and real estate 
busmess until 1875 ; has since been engaged in the piactice of law , was elected to the Dakota 
Legislature as a member of the Council in 1877, and re-elected in 1879; and was elected to 
the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 18,909 votes against 9,182 votes for 
McCormick, Democrat. 

IDAHO. 

George Ainslie, of Idaho City, was bom near Boonville, Cooper County, Missouri, Octo- 
ber 30, 1838; received a common-school education and attended the St. Louis University in 
i85o-*57; studied law, and was admitted to the bar in Missouri in i860; removed to Col- 
orado m i860, and in 1862 removed to that portion of Washington Territory which now con- 
stitutes the Territory of Idaho; engaged there m mining and practising law; was elected a 
member of the Legislature and served two sessions, 1865 and 1B66, m the Legislative Coun- 
cil, and was President of the Council during the fourth session; from 1869 to 1873 edited 
“The Idaho World,” then a Democratic newspaper; was elected District Attorney of the 
Second District m 1874 and re-elected m 1876; was elected to the Foity-sixth Congress, and 
re-elected to the Foity-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 3,604 votes against 2,090 
votes for Smith, Republican. ■ 

MONTANA. 

Martin Maginnis, of Helena, was bom in Wayne County, New York, October 27, 1840 ; 
removed with his paients to Minnesota at an early age; received an academic education and was 
a student of Hamhne University, but left to take charge of a Democratic newspaper ; enlisted as 
a private in the First Minnesota Volunteer Infantry on the 18th day of April, 106 1 ; was made 
Second Lieutenant after the first battle of Bull Run, promoted to First Lieutenant in Septem- 
ber, 1862, and to Captain m July, 1863 , served m the line of his regiment in all the campaigns 
and nearly all the battles of the Army of the Potomac until September, 1864, when he was 
appointed Major of the Eleventh Minnesota Volunteers, and oiaered to join the Army of the 
Cumberland, wheie he served, under command of General Thomas, until mustered out with his 
regiment in July, 1865 ; he removed to Montana the next year ; engaged m mining and subse- 
quently in publishing and editing “The Helena Daily Gazette ;” was elected to the Forty- 
unrd, Forty-fourth, Forty-fifth, and Forty-sixth Congresses, and was re-elected to the Forty- 
seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 7,799 votes against 6,381 votes for Saunders, 
Republican.

Tranquilino Luna, of Los Lunas, was born February 23, 1849, and was elected to the 
Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 10,835 votes against 9,562 votes for M. A. 
Otero, Democrat.

H. Brents, of Walla Walla, was born near Florence, Pike County, Illinois, 
December 24, 1840 ; is a lawyer; was educated in common schools and at Portland Academy, 
Baptist Seminary of Oregon City, and McMinnville College, in Oregon; has been Justice of 
the Peace, Postmaster at Canyon City, Oregon, County Clerk of Grant County, Oregon, and 
member of the Oregon State Legislature ; was elected to the Forty-sixth Congress, and was 
re-elected to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Republican, receiving 8,810 votes against 7,013 
votes for Thomas Burke, Democrat. 

WYOMING. 

Morton E. Post, of Cheyenne, was born in Monroe County, New York, December 25, 
1840; received an academic education; emigrated to Colorado in i860, and in 1867 removed 
to that portion of Dakota now Wyoming; was elected County Commissioner of Laramie County 
in 1870, and was re-elected in 1872 without opposition; was elected a member of the Legis- 
lative Council in 1878; is engaged m business as a banker and stock grower; and was elected 
to the Forty-seventh Congress as a Democrat, receiving 3,907 votes against 3,760 votes for 
Swan, Republican.

The Library of Congress occupies the entire western projection of the central Capitol 
building. The original library was commenced m 1800, but was destioyed with the Capitol 
in 1814 during the war with England. It was afterwards replenished by the purchase of the 
library belonging to Ex-President Jefferson, by Congress, embracing about 7*000 volumes. 
In 1851 it contained 55, 000 volumes, and by an accidental fire in that year the whole collec- 
tion was destroyed, except 20,000 volumes. It was rebuilt in 1852, when $75,000 was 
appropriated in one sum to replenish the collection. The new library halls, three in number, 
are fitted up with ornamental iron cases and iron ceilings, the whole being perfectly fire- 
proof. The library is recruned by regular appropriations made by Congress, which aver- 
age about $11,000 per annum; also by additions received by copyright, by exchanges, and 
from the Smithsonian Institution. The library of the Smithsonian Institution has now been 
c eposited in the Library of Congress, where it is secured against loss by fire. This collection 
is especially nch in scientific works, embracing the largest assemblage of the transactions of 
learned societies which exist m the country. The library of copyright books was removed 
herefrom the Patent Office in 1870, and all copyrights issued m the United States are now 
recorded in the books deposited in the office of the Librarian of Congiess. The present num- 
ber of volumes in the whole library, including law books, which are kept in a separate library 
room under the Supreme Court, is over 430,000, besides about 150,000 pamphlets. A new 
building to contain its overflowing stores of learning and to afford room for their proper ar- 
rangement has become a necessity. This collection is very nch m histoiy, political science, 
jurisprudence, and in bo ks, pamphlets, and periodicals of American publication, or relating 
m any way to Amenca. At the same time the library is a universal one in its range no depart- 
ment of literature or science being unrepresented. The public are puvileged to use the books 
in the library, while members of Congress and about thnty offic al members of the government 
only can take away books. The library is open every day (Sundays excepted) during the 
session of Congress from 9 a. m. to the hour of adjournment. In the recess of Congress it 
is open between the hours of 9 a. m. and 4 p. m , except Saturdays, and m July, August, and 
September, when the hour of closing is 3 p. m.

The Capitol. 
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THE CAPITOL. 


The Capitol fronts the east, and stands on a plateau ninety feet above the level of the 
Potomac, in latitude 38° 53' 20 "4 north and longitude 77 0 00' 35. "7 west from Greenwich. 

The southeast comer stone of the original building was laid on the i8thof September, 1793, 
by President Washington, aided by the Freemasons of Maryland. It was constructed of sand- 
stone, painted white, from an island m Aquia Creek, Virginia, under the direction of Stephen 
H. Hallett, James Hoban, Geo. Hadfield, and afterwards of B. H. Latrobe, architects. The 
north wing was finished in 1800 and the south wing m 1811, a wooden passage-way con- 
necting them. On the 24th of August, 1814, the interior of both wings was destroyed by 
British incendiaries, but they were immediately rebuilt. In 1818 the central portion of the 
building was commenced under the architectural superintendence of Charles Bulfinch, and 
the original building was finally completed m 1827. Its cost, including the grading of the 
grounds, alterations, and repairs, up to 1827, was $2,433,844.13. 

The corner-stone of the extensions to the Capitol was laid on the 4th of July, 1851, by 
President Fillmore, Daniel Webster officiating as orator of the day. Thomas U. Walter was 
architect, and subsequently Edward Clark, under whose direction the work was completed in 
November, 1867. The material used for the extensions is white marble from the quarries at 
Lee, Massachusetts, with white marble columns from the quames at CockeysviUe, Maryland. 

The dome of the original central building was constructed of wood, but was removed in 
1856 to be replaced by the present stupendous structure of cast iron, which was completed in 
1865. The entire weight of iron used is 8,909,200 pounds. 

The main building is three hundred and fifty-two feet four inches long in front and one 
hundred and twenty-one feet six inches deep, with a portico one hundred and sixty feet wide, 
of twenty-four columns on the east, and a projection of eighty-three feet on the west, em- 
bracing a recessed portico of ten coupled columns. The extensions are placed at the north 
and south ends of the mam building, with connecting corridors forty-four feet long by fifty-six 
feet -wide, flanked by columns. Each extension is one hundred and forty-two feet eight inches 
in front, by two hundred and thirty-eight feet ten inches deep, with porticos of twenty-two 
columns each on their eastern fronts, and with porticos of ten columns on their ends and on 
their western fronts. The entire length of the building is seven hundred and fifty one feet 
four inches, and the greatest depth, including poiticos and steps, is three hundred and twenty- 
four feet. The area covered by the entire building is one hundred and fifty-three thousand 
one hundred and twelve square feet 

The dome is crowned by a bronze statue of Freedom, modeled by Crawford, which is nine- 
teen feet six inches high, and which weighs 14,985 pounds. The height of the dome above 
the base-line of the east ftont is two hundred and eighty-seven feet eleven inches; the height 
from the top of the balustrade of the building is two hundred and seventeen feet eleven inches; 
and the greatest diameter at the base is one hundred and thirty-five feet five inches. 

The rotunda is ninety-five feet six inches in diameter, and its height from the floor to the 
topof the canopy is one hundred and eighty feet three inches 

The Senate chamber is one hundred and twelve feet in length, by eighty-two feet in width, 
and thirty feet m height. Its galleries will accommodate one thousand persons. 

The Representatives* Hall is one hundred and thirty feet in length, by ninety-three feet in 
width, and thirty feet in height. 

The Supreme Court room was occupied by the Senate until December, 1859* tk e court 
having previously occupied the room beneath, now used as a law library. 

The Library of Congress was burned by the British m 1814, and was partially destroyed by 
an accidental fire in 1851. The present centre hall was finished in 1853, and the wing halls 
were finished in 1867.

DEPARTMENT OF STATE. 

THE SECRETARY OF STATE. 

The Secretary of State is charged, under the direction of the President, with the duties ap- 
pertaining to correspondence with the public ministers and consuls of the United States, and 
with the representatives of foi eign powers acci edited to the United States ; and to negotiations 
of whatever character relating to the foreign affairs of the Umted States. He is also the me- 
dium of correspondence between the Piesident and the chief executive of the several States of 
the United States ; he has the custody of the great seal of the United States, and countersigns 
and affixes such seal to all executive proclamations, to vaiious commissions, and to warrants 
for pardon, and the extradition of fugitives fiom justice. He is regarded as the first in rank 
among the members of the Cabinet. He is also the custodian of the treaties made with for- 
eign states, and of the laws of the United States. He grants and issues passports, and exe- 

S uaturs to foreign consuls m the United States are issued through his office. He publishes 
le laws and resolutions of Congress, amendments to the Constitution, and proclamations de- 
claring the admission of new States into the U nion. He is also charged with certain annual 
reports to Congress relating to commercial information received from diplomatic and consular 
officers of the United States. 

THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF STATE 

Becomes the Acting Secretary of State in the absence of the Secretary. Under the organisa- 
tion of the Department the Assistant Secretary, Second Assistant Sec etary, and Third As- 
sistant Secietary aie respectively charged with the immediate supervision of all correspond- 
ence with the diplomatic and consular officers in the countries named m Divisions A, B, and 
C, of those buieaus, and of the miscellaneous correspondence relating thereto, and, m gen- 
eral, they are entrusted with the preparation of the correspondence upon any questions arising 
in the course of the public business that may be assigned to them by the Secretary. 

THE CHIEF CLERK. 

The Chief Clerk has the geneial supei vision of the clerks and employees and of thebusines 
of the Department. 

BUREAU OF INDEXES AND ARCHIVES. 

The duty of opening the mails ; preparing, registering, and indexing daily all correspond 
ence to and fiom the Department, both by subjects and persons; the preservation of the 
archives ; answering calls of the Secretary, Assistant Secretaries, Chief Clerk, and chiefs of 
bureaus for correspondence, &c.

THE TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 

THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has charge of the national finances. He digests and pre- 
pares plans for the improvement and management of the revenue and suppoit of the public 
credit ; he superintends the collection of the revenue, and prescribes the forms of keeping 
and rendering all public accounts, and making returns; giants all warrants foi money to be 
issued from the Treasury in pursuance of appi opi lations by law; makes leport and gives in- 
formation to either branch of Congress, as may be lequired, respecting all matteis referred to 
him by the Senate or House of Representatives, and generally performs all such services 
relative to the finances as he is directed to peiform; controls the erection of public buildings, 
the coinage and printing of money, the collection of commercial statistics, the manne 
hospitals, the revenue-cutter service, the life-saving service. Undei his superintendence the 
Lignt-House Boaid discharges the duties relative to the construction, illumination, inspec- 
tion, and superintendence of light-houses, light-vessels, beacons, buoys, sea-marks, and their 
appendages ; makes provision for the payment of the public debt undei enactments of Con- 
giess, and publishes statements concerning it, and submits to Congress, at the commencement 
of each session, estimates of the probable receipts, and of the lequired expenditures, for the 
ensuing fiscal year. 

The routine work of the Secretary’s office is transacted in the following offices : Division 
of Appointments; Division of Wan ants. Estimates, and Appropriations; Division of Public 
Moneys; Division of Customs; Division of Internal Revenue and Navigation ; Division of 
Loans and Currency; Division of Revenue Maiine; Division of Stationery, Printing, and 
Blanks ; Division of Special Agents ; and two disbursmg-clerks pay the salaries and compen- 
sation of the officers and employes of the Department, and disburse, upon the oiders of the 
Secretary, such moneys as have been appropiiated to be expended under the direction of the 
Department. 

ASSISTANT SECRETARIES OF THE TREASURY. 

One of the two Assistant Secretaries (now Hon. John C. New) has the general supervision 
of all the work assigned to the Divisions of Appointments, Warrants, Estimates, and Appro- 
pi iations. Public Moneys, Stationery, Printing and Blanks, Loans and Cuirency, Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing, and office of the DneUor of the Mint ; the signing of all letters and 
papers as Assistant Secretary, or “by order of the Secretaiy,” relating to the business of the 
Foiegoing divisions and bureau, that do not by law require the signature of the Secretary of 
the Tieasury; the performance of such other duties as may be prescnbed by the Secretaiy or 
by law. 

The other Assistant Secretary (now Hon. H. F. French) has the general supervision of all 
the work assigned to the Divisions of Customs, Special Agents, Revenue Manne, Internal 
Revenue and Navigation, and to the offices of Supervising Architect, General Superintendent 
Life-Saving Service, Supervising Surgeon- General of the Manne Hospital Service, Bureau of 
Statistics, and Supervising Inspector- General of Steamboats ; the signing of all letters and 
papeis as Assistant Secretary, or “by order of the Secretary,*’ relating to the business of 
the foregoing divisions, that do not by law lequire the signature of the Secretaiy of the 
Treasuiy; the peiformance of such other duties as may be piescnbed by the Secretary or by 
law. 

THE FIRST COMPTROLLER. 

The First Comptroller countersigns all wan ants issued by the Secretary of the Treasury 
coveting the public revenues into .the Tieasuiy, and authorizing payments therefrom. All 
accounts examined by the First Auditor, except those which go to the Commissioner of Customs, 
and all examined by the Fifth Auditor, and accounts of Registers and Receivers of land-offices 
examined by the Commissioner of the General Land-Office, are le-exammed and revised in the 
First Comptroller’s Office. Here, also, are examined and reported on the drafts for salaries 
and expenses drawn by ministers and consuls abroad, and the requisitions for advances drawn 
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by maishals, collectors of internal levenue, secietanes of the Temtoiies, and other disbursing* 
ofncei s. Powers of attorney for the collection of drafts on the TieasurV aie examined, and 
many other duties, having reference to the adjustment of claims against tie United States, per- 
tain to the office, but are of too vaned a chaiactei to be enumerated. 

THE SECOND COMPTROLLER. 

Accounts received from the Second, Third, and Fourth Auditors against the United States 
are examined, revised, and certified to. viz Reported by the Second Auditor — -for orga nizin g 
volunteers, recruiting, pay of the Army, special military accounts. Army ordnance, the Indian 
sei vice, the Army Medical Department, contingent military expenses, bounty to soldiers, the 
Soldieis’ Home, and the National Home for Disabled Volunteers. Reported by the Third 
Auditor — disbursements by the Quaiterm aster’s Department, the Subsistence Department, 
the Engineer Department, Army pensions, propeity taken by military authority for the use 
of the Army, and miscellaneous wai -claims. Reported by the Fourth Auditor— disburse- 
ments for the Marine Corps, by the Navy paymasters for pay and rations, by the paymasters 
at the navy-yards, for Navy pensions at foreign stations, ana the financial agent at London. 

These accounts are examined in Divisions, devoted respectively to the affairs of Army Pay- 
masters, Army Quartermasters, Navy Paymasters and the Marine Carps , Army Pensions, 
Miscellaneous Claims, and Indian Affairs . 

THE COMMISSIONER OF CUSTOMS 

The Commissioner of Customs revises and certifies the accounts of revenue collected trom 
duties on imports and tonnage; of moneys leceived on account of the marine-hospital fund; 
fine'*, penalties, and forfeitures under the customs and navigation laws ; steamboat inspection ; 
licenses to pilots, engineers, &c ; and from miscellaneous sources connected with, customs 
matteis, accounts of the importation, withdiawnl, tianspoitation, and exportation of goqds 
under the warehouse system; for disbursements for the expenses of collecting the revenue 
fiom customs, revenue-cutter service, construction and maintenance of lights, marine hospitals, 
debentures, excess of deposits for unascertained duties, lefundof duties exacted in excess, life- 
saving service, construction of custom-houses and manne hospitals, fuel, light, water, &c., 
foi custom-houses, &c ; approves and files the official bonds given by customs officers, and 
ti ansmits their commissions ; files the oaths of office of the persons paid in the accounts ceijjti- 
fied by him ; and prepares for the use of the law-officeis of the Department the accounts of 
those in ai reals under the heads above mentioned. 

The office is organized in four Divisions, viz . Customs , Bookkeeper 9 s. Bond, and Miscellaneous. 

THE FIRST AUDITOR. 

It is the duty of the First Auditor to receive all accounts accruing in the Tieasury Depart- 
ment (except those arising under the mteinal-revenue laws), and, after examination, to certify 
the balance, and transmit the accounts, with the voucheis and ceitificate, to the First Comp- 
ti oiler oi to the Commissioner of Customs, having respectively the levision thereof. The sub- 
01 dmate Divisions of his office aie — 

Customs Division. — Receipts and expenditures of the customs seivice, including fines, emol- 
uments, foifeitures, debenture^, drawbacks, marine-hospital service, revenue-cutter seivice, &c. 

Judiciary Division . — Salaries of United States marshals, district attorneys, commissioners 
and clerks, rent of court-houses, support of pnsoneis, &c. 

Public Debt Division . — Redemption of the public debt, including principal, premium, and 
inteiest; payment of intei est; ledemption of certificates of deposit; notes destioyed. 

JVarehouse and Bond Division. — Examination of accounts received from custom-houses 

Miscellaneous Division. — Accounts of mints and assay offices ; Territories; Coast Survey; 
salaries and contingent expenses of the legislative, executive, and judicial departments of 
the Government; constiuction, repan, and pi eservation of public buildings; Tieasurerof the 
United States for general receipts and expenditures. 

THE SECOND AUDITOR. 

The Second Auditor examines, adjusts, and transfeis to the Second Comptroller all accounts 
relating to bounties, the recruiting seivice, the pay anil clothing of the Army, the subsistence 
of officers, medical and hospital accounts, the pay of private physicians, and the expenses of 
the War Department, contingent disbursements of the Army, and all accounts relating to 
Indian Affairs. The Divisions are — 

Paymasters 9 Division . — Aimy paymasters’ accounts and payments to the Soldieis* Home and 
the National Home for Disabled Volunteers. 

Miscellaneous Claims Division . — Accounts of the Ordnance and Medical Departments of 
the Army, contingent expenses, Army Medical Museum and publications, regular and volun- 
teer recruiting, freedmen’s bounty and pay. * 

Indian Affairs Dtvtston. — Disbursements for the Indians, money accounts and property 
returns of Indian agents, and claims for goods supplied and services tendered. 

Pay and Bounty Division.— -Examination and adjustment of claims of white and colored 
soldieis and their legal heirs for pay and bounty. » 

Investigation of Brands Division. — Investigation of alleged cases of forgery, fraud, over- 
payments, unlawful withholding of money, &c., in the payment of white and colored soldiers. 
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Bookkeeper's Division . — Accounts of the numeious lequisitions drawn by tlie Secretaries 
of War and Interior, examined and charged to various appropriations. 

THE THIRD AUDITOR. 

The Third Auditor examines, adjusts, and tiansfers to the Second Comptroller all accounts 
relating to the Quartermaster- GeneiaTs Department, the Engineer Corps, and the Comnus- 
sary-General’s Department of the Army; claims for lost horses, accounts of unpaid pensions, 
State war-claims, and the claims of States for organizing, arming, and equipping volunteers 
after 1861. The Divisions of the Third Auditor's Office are— 

Bookkeeper's Division * — Accounts of the numerous requisitions drawn by the Secretary of 
War and of the Interior, examined and charged to various appro pi lations. 

Quartermasters Division* — Accounts of disbursements for barracks and quarters, hospitals, 
offices, stables, and transportation of supplies ; the purchase of clothing, camp and garrison 
equipage, horses, fuel, foiage, straw, beading, and stationery; payments of hued men and of 
extra-duty men , expenses incurred in. the apprehension of deserters ; foi the burial of officers 
and soldiers ; for hired escorts, expresses, interpreters, spies, and guides , for veterinary sur- 
geons and medicines for horses ; for supplying posts with water; and for all other authonzed 
outlay^ co nn ected with the movements of the Army not expressly assigned. 

Subsistence and Engineer Division*— ‘ Accounts of all commissaries and acting commissaiies 
in the Army, whose duties aie to pui chase the piovisions and stores necessary for its sub- 
sistence, and to see to their propel distribution, also, accounts of officers of the Coips oi 
Engineers who disburse money for the expenses of the Militai y Academy, the improvement 
of rivers and haibors, the consti uction and preservation of foitifications, the surveys on the 
coasts, the surveys of lakes and rivers, and the construction and repair of bieakwaters. 

Army Pension Division. — The duties of this division embrace the settlement of all accounts 
which pertain to the payment of Army pensions thioughout the United States, An account 
is kept with each pension agent, charging him with all moneys advanced for payment to pen- 
sioners, under the proper bond and fiscal year. At the end of each month the agent foi waids 
his vouchers, abstiact of payments, and money statement direct to this office, where a pie- 
liminary examination is made to see if the money advanced is properly accounted for. The 
receipt of the account is then acknowledged, and the account filed for audit. Each voucher is 
subsequently examined, and the payment entered on the roll-book opposite the pensioner’s 
name. The agent’s account, when audited, is leported to the Second Compti oiler for his le- 
vision, and a copy of the statement of errors, if any, sent to the agent for his mfoimation and 
explanation. The account, when revised, is returned by the Second Comptroller to this office 
and placed in the settled files, wheie it permanently remains. 

State JVa? and Horse Claims Division* — The settlement of all claims of the seveial States 
and Territories for the expenses incurred by them for enrolling, subsisting, clothing, aiming, 
paying, and transporting their troops while employed by the Government in aiding to sup- 
press the recent insuriection against the United States; also, the settlement of claims for the 
loss of horses and equipages sustained by officeis and enlisted men while in the military i»eiv- 
ice, and for horses, mules, &c., lost while in seivice by impressment or contract. 

Miscellaneous Claims Division. —The adjustment of claims foi theappiopliationof stoies, the 
purchase of vessels, railroad stock, hoises, and other means of transportation; the occupation 
of real estate, court-maitial tees, tiavellmg expenses, &c. ; claims for compensation foi vessels, 
cars, engines, &c., lost in the militai y seivice; claims growing out of the Oiegon and Wash- 
ington war of 1855 and 1856, and other Indian wars, claims of various descuptious under 
special acts of Congress, and claims not otherwise assigned for adjudication. 

Collection Division . — Piepares accounts for suit against defaulting officers ; answers all calls 
for information fiom the files of the office; examines all claims for bounty-land and pensions 
granted to the soldieis of 1812, and certifies them to the Coramissionex of Pensions. 

THE FOURTH AUDITOR. 

The Fourth Auditor examines, adjusts, and transfeis to the Second Comptroller all accounts 
concerning the pay, expendituies, pensions, and puze-money of the Navy aud the accounts 
of the Navy Department. The subordinate Divisions of the Buieau aie — 

Record Prize Division * — Adjusts the prize-money accounts and prepaies tabulated state- 
ments called for by Congress. 

JVa/vy-Agents* Division — Examines the accounts of the disbursements by the navy-agents 
at Portsmouth, Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Baltunoie, Washington, and San Fiancib-co. 

Paymasters' Division. — Examines the accounts of paymasters, including mechanics’ rolls. 

THE FIFTH AUDITOR. 

The Fifth Auditor examines, adjusts, and tiansfers to the First Compti oiler the diplomatic 
and consular accounts, the expenditures of the Depaitment of State and the Buieau ol 
Internal Revenue. There are two Divisions : 

Diplornatic and Consular Division. — Adjustment is made of the expenses of all missions 
abroad for salaries, contingencies, and loss by exchange; consular fees, salaiies, and emolu- 
ments; consular courts and prisons; the relief of American seamen, the letuin of Amencan 
seamen charged with cnme; the expenses of claims, commissions, boundary-sui veys, tec. 

internal- Revenue Division. — Accounts for assessing and of collecting the internal revenue. 
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including the salaries, commissions, and allowances of the assessors and collectors their con- 
tingent expenses, &c. ; the cost of revenue-stamps ; the accounts for salaues and expenses of 
supervisors, agents, and surveyors of distillei les ; the fees and expenses of gaugeis, counsel- 

fees, and taxes i efunded. ° * 

THE SIXTH AUDITOR. 

The Sixth Auditor examines and adjusts all accounts relating to the postal service and his 
decisions on these aie final, unless an appeal be taken m twelve months to the First Comp- 
troller. He supei intends the collection of all debts due the Post-Office Department, and Si 
penalties imposed on postmasters and mail-contractois ; directs suits and legal pioceedmgs, 
civil and criminal, and takes all such measures as may be authonzed by law to enforce 3ie 
payment of moneys due to the Depaitment. There are eight subordinate Divisions viz: 

Collecting Division , — The collection of balances due from all postmasteis, late postmasters, 
and contractoi s , also the payment of all balances due to late and piesent postmasters, and 
the adjustment and final settlement of postal accounts. * 

Stating Division — The general postal accounts of postmasters and those of late postmas- 
teis, until fully stated, are in charge of this division. * 

Examining Division, — Receives and audits the quarteily accounts-current of all post-offices 
in. the United States. It is divided into foui subdivisions, viz, the opening-room, the stamp- 
rooms, the examining corps proper, and the euor-rooms. 

Money -Order Division — Accounts of money-oidei s paid and received are examined, assorted, 
checked, and filed; lemittances aie legistered and checked; errois conected. 

Foreign Mail Division. — Has chaige of the postal accounts with foieign governments, and 
the accounts with steamship companies foi ocean transportation of the mails. 

Registering Division. — Receives fiom the examining division the quarterly accounts-current 
of all the post-offices in the United States, re-examines and registeis them, and exhibits m the 
registei ending June 30 of each year the total amount of receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year. 

Pay Division . — The adjustment and payment of all accounts for the transportation of the 
mails, whether earned by ocean-steamers, railioads, steamboats, or any mail-carrier; the 
accounts of the railway postal service, railway postal clerks, route-agents, and local agents, 
mail-depredations, special agents, free-delivery system, postage-stamps, postal cards, envel- 
opes, stamps, maps, wrapping-paper, twine, mail-bags, mad locks and keys, adveitismg, fees 
in suits on postal matters, and miscellaneous accounts. 

Bookkeeping Division, — The duty of keeping the ledger-accounts of the Department, em- 
bracing postmasters, late postmasteis, contractors, late contractors, and accounts of a general, 
special, and miscellaneous character. 

THE TREASURER OF THE UNITED STATES. 

The Treasurer of the United States is charged with the custody of all public moneys received 
into the Treasuiy at Washington, or in the sub-tieasunes at Boston, New York, Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Chaileston, Cincinnati, St. Louis, and San Francisco, or in the depositories and de- 
pository banks ; disburses all public moneys upon the warrants of the Secretary of the Treas- 
uiy, and upon the wanants of the Postmaster-General, issues and redeems Tieasury notes ; is 
agent for the redemption of the cnculatmg notes of national banks, is trustee of the bonds held 
for the secuiity of the circulating notes of national banks, and of bonds held as security for public 
deposits; is custodian of Indian trust funds ; is agent for paying the intei est on the public 
debt, and for paying the salaries of the members of the House of Representatives. The sub- 
ordinate divisions of the Treasury are — 

Issue Division, — Issues are made of legal- tender notes, currency, coin-certificates, &c. 

Redemption Division . — Coin-certificates, national-bank notes, fractional currency, &c., are 
redeemed, and generally destroyed by maceration. 

Loan Division, — Bonds are issued, purchased, retired, cancelled, or converted. 

Accounts Division — The accounts of the Tieasury, the sub-treasunes, and the national 
banks used as depositories are kept. 

National- Bank Division . — Bonds held as secuiity for national-bank circulation are examined, 
notes issued, redeemed, and cancelled. 

National-Bank Redemption Agency, — Notes of banks aie redeemed and accounted for. 

THE REGISTER OF THE TREASURY. * 

The Register of the Treasury has charge of the great account-books of the United States, 
which show every leceipt and disbursement, and fiom which statements aie annually made 
for tiansmission to Congiess. He signs and issues all bonds, Treasuiy notes, and other secu- 
rities , legisters all warrants drawn by the Secietary upon the Tieasurer ; transmits statements 
of balances due to individuals after their settlement by the First Comptioller, on which pay- 
ment is made ; issues ships’ registers, licenses, and enrolments ; prepares annual returns of 
all vessels built, lost, or destroyed ; and also prepares statements of the tonnage of vessels 
in which impoitations and expoitations_ are made, with the various articles and their values. 
These duties are attended to m five Divisions, viz : 

Coupon and Note Division. — Bonds, interest-coupons, gold-certificates, certificates of de- 
posit and of indebtedness are examined, registeied, and issued or redeemed.

Note and Fractional Currency Division. — Treasuiy notes notes of national banks which have 
gone into liquidation, and mutilated fractional cunency are examined, cancelled, and destroyed. 
* Loan Division . — Registered and coupon bonds ai e issued, embracing the transfer of all 
registered bonds; the conversion of coupon into legisteied; the ledgei accounts with hold- 
ers of registeied bonds, and schedules made out upon which interest on same is paid. 

Receipts and Expenditures Division . — The ledgei s of the United States are kept, showing 
the civil, diplomatic, internal-revenue, miscellaneous, and public-debt receipts and expenditures ; 
also, statements of the warrants and diafts registeied. 

Tonnage Division . — Accounts are kept showing the registered and the enrolled and licensed 
tonnage, divided into different classes, and exhibiting what is annually built and what is en- 
gaged in the fisheries of different kinds. 

THE COMPTROLLER OF THE CURRENCY, 

The Comptroller of the Currency has, under the direction of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
the control of the national banks The Divisions of this Bureau are — 

Issue Division . — The pieparation and issue of national-bank circulation. 

Redemption Divtston . — The redemption and destruction of notes issued by national banks. 

Reports Division . — Examination and consolidation of the reports of national banks. 

Organization Division . — The organization of national banks. 

THE DIRECTOR OF THE MINT. 

The Director of the Mint has general supervision of all mints and assay offices, repoits 
their operations and condition to the Secietaiy of the Treasury, and prepaies and lays Lefuie 
him the annual estimates for their support. 

He pi escribes regulations, approved by the Secietaiy of the Tieasury, foi the tiansaction 
of business at the mints and assay offices, the distribution of silver com, and the charges to be 
collected of depositors He receives for adjustment the monthly and quaiteily accounts of 
superintendents and officers m charge of mints and assay offices, super intends their expendi- 
tures, and the annual settlements of the opeiative officers, and makes such special exami- 
nations as may be deemed necessaiy. All appointments, removals, and changes of cleiks, 
assistants, and workmen m the mints and assay offices are submitted for his appiuval. 
The purchase of .silver bullion and allotment of its coinage at the mints are made through the 
office of the Director, and transfers of public moneys m the mints and assay offices, and ad- 
vances from appropriations for the mint seivice, are made at his lequest. 

The monthly coinage of mints is tested, and oies, bullion, and coins are assayed, at the 
Assay Laboratory under his charge. The values of the standaid coins of foieign countnes are 
annually estimated by the Director, and the collection of the statistics of the annual pioduc 
tion of precious metals in the U nited States is assigned to him. 

THE SOLICITOR. 

The Solicitor of the Treasury is an officer in the Department ot Justice, having a seal, and 
is required by law to take cognizance, under the direction of the Secretary of the Tieasuiy, 
of all frauds or attempted frauds upon the revenue, and exeicises a general supervision over 
all legal measures for their prevention and detection ; also to establish regulations, with the 
approbation of the Secretary of the Treasuiy, for the observance of collectors of the customs ; 
and, with the approbation of the Attorney- General, for the observance of United States attor- 
neys, marshals, and clerks respecting suits in which the United States is a party or interested. 
He is also empowered and directed to instruct the district attorneys, marshals, and clerks of 
the circuit ana district courts m all matters and proceedings appertaining to suits in which 
the United Slates is interested, except those arising under the internal-revenue laws. 

He is required to examine reports of collectors and district attorneys upon bonds delivered 
for suit; to inform the President of false reports of bonds delivered for suit, and supeivise 
statements from district attorneys concerning suits, and those from marshals relating to pro- 
ceedings on execution; also reports fiom clerks as to judgments and decrees; and is chaiged 
by the Attorney-General with all post-office litigation. 

He also has charge of the secret-service employes engaged m the detection of persons coun- 
terfeiting the coin, cuirency, and public secuiities of the United States, and all other frauds 
on the Government. In addition to the duties pi escribed by law, the Secretaiy of the Treas- 
ury refers to the Solicitor for opinion a very laige number of cases aiismg in his Depart- 
ment relating to duties, remission of fines, penalties, and forfeitures, navigation and legistry 
laws, steamboat-inspection acts, claims, &c. 

THE COMMISSIONER OF INTERNAL REVENUE. 

The Co mmi ssioner of Internal Revenue makes all assessments and superintends the collec* 
tion of all taxes; pieparation of instructions for special- tax stamps, (formerly licenses, ) forms 
and stamps of all kinds ; and pays into the Tieasuiy, daily, all moneys received by him. 

The business of the bureau is transacted m seven divisions, viz : 

Appointment Divtston. — Is charged with all matters pertaining to issuing of commissions, 
leaves of absence, office-discipline, assorting and disposition of the mail, registry and copy- 
ing of all letters, with the caie of the general files; and all matteis relating to messengers, 
laborers, office-stationery, printing, advertising, blanks, and blank books for the bureau. 
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Daw Division. — Is charged with all questions (except as hereinafter stated) relating to 
seizures, suits, abatement, and refunding claims, and those relating to special taxes, document- 
ary stamp-taxes, taxes on incomes, legacies, and successions, and on dividends, &c. ; also 
lands purchased foi the United States on distraint, and the extension of time on distraints. 

Tobacco Dwtsion — Is charged with all matteis (including special taxes) relating to tobacco, 
snuff, and cigars not m suit or in bond, stamp tax on medicines and preparations. 

Division, of Accounts. — Has charge of the examination and reference of the revenue and 
disbursing accounts, the estimates of collectois and of then applications for special allowances, 
and other matters relative to advertising and the purchase of blank books, newspapers, and sta- 
tionery for collectois, revenue-agents, &c. , also has chaige of the examination and reference 
of the monthly bills of revenue-agents, gaugers, and distiUeiy-suiveyors, and of all miscella- 
neous claims piesented to this buieau arising under any appropnation made for carrying into 
effect the various internal-revenue laws, (excepting claims for abatement, refunding, and 
diawback,) and the prepaiation of estimates for appiopriations by Congress, together with 
the preparation of the statistical records of the bureau. 

Division of Distilled Spirits. — This division is charged with the supervision of all matters 
pertaining to distilleries, distilled spirits, fermented liquors, vnnes, rectification, gaugers* fees 
and instruments, approval of bonded waiehouses, and the assignment of storekeepei s. 

Stamp Division. — This division is cliaiged with the supervision of the prepaiation, safe- 
keeping, issue, and redemption of stamps for distilled spirits, tobacco, snuff, and cigars, fer- 
mented liquors, special taxes, documentary and proprietary stamps, and the keeping of all 
accounts pertaining thereto, also the supervision of all business with Adams Express Com- 
pany, and the prepaiation, custody, and issue of steel dies for cancelling stamps. 

Division of Assessments. — Is charged -tfith the preparation of the assessment-lists, with the 
consideration of all repoits and returns, except those received from distilleis, rectifiers, and 
brewers, affording data from which assessments may be made ; also, with keeping the bonded 
account, and with the consideration of claims for the allowance of drawback. 

Division of Revenue Agents. — Is charged with general supervision, under the direction of 
he Comm ssioner, of the work of revenue agents throughout the country, examination of 
heir repors and accounts, and the measures taken for the disco veiy and suppiession of viola- 
10ns of ntemal-revenue law. 

THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE COAST AND GEODETIC SURVEY. 

The Coast and Geodetic Survey is charged with the survey of the coasts of the United 
States and nveis emptying into the Ocean and the Gulf of Mexico, and with the interior tu- 
angulation of the countiy, including that of connecting the surveys of the Eastern and \\ est- 
ern coasts, determining geogiaphical positions in latitude and longitude, and furnishing points 
of reference for State surveys. 

Besides the annual repoits to Congress the Survey publishes maps and charts. of our coasts 
and harbors, books of sailing directions, and annual tide tables, computed m advance, for all 
ports of the Umted States. 

SUPERVISING SURGEON-GENERAL, U. S., (MERCANTILE,) MARINE-HOSPITAL SERVICE. 

The Supervising Surgeon-General is charged with the supervision of “ all matters connected 
with the Marine- Hospital Service and with the disbursement of the fund for the relief of sick 
and disabled seamen ** employed on the vessels of the meicantile marine of the oceans, lakes, 
and nvers, and of the Revenue- Cutter Service, the geneial superintendence of the Marine 
Hospitals, the purveying of supplies, the oiders, details and assignment of medical officers, 
and the examination of the propeity letums. 

SUPERVISING INSPECTOR-GENERAL OF STEAM-VESSELS. 

The Supervising Inspector- General superintends the administration of the steamboat inspec-’ 
tion laws, presides at the meetings of the Board of Supervising Inspectors, receives all reports, 
and examines all accounts of inspectors. 

The Board of Supervising Inspectois meets in Washington annually, on the third Wednes- 
day m January, to establish regulations for carrying out the provisions of the steamboat inspec- 
tion laws. 

GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT OF THE LIFE-SAVING SERVICE. 

It is the duty of the Geneial Supeiintendent to supervise the oigamzation and government 
of the employes of the service; to piepaie and levise regulations therefor as may be neces- 
sary; to fix the number and compensation of surfmen to be employed at the several stations 
within the provisions of law; to supervise the expendituie of all appropriations made for 
the support and maintenance of the Life-Saving Service; to examine the accounts of disburse- 
ments of the distri:t superintendents, and to certify the same to the accounting officers of the 
Treasury Department; to examine the property returns of the keepers of the seveial stations, 
and see that all public propeity thereto belonging is properly accounted for ; to acquaint him- 
self, as far as practicable, with all means employed m foreign countries which may seem to 
advantageously affect the interest of the seivice, and to cause to be propeily investigated all 
plans, devices, and inventions foi the improvement of life saving apparatus for use at the sta- 
tions, which may appear to be meritorious and available ; to exercise supervision over the se- 
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lection of sites for new stations the establishment of which may be authorized by law, or for 
old ones the removal of which may be made necessary by the encioachment of the sea or by 
othei causes; to prepare and submit to the Secietaiy of the Treasuiy estimates for the sup- 
poit of the seivice; to collect and compile the statistics of marine disasteis contemplated by 
the act of June twentieth, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, and to submit to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, for transmission to Congress, an annual report of the expenditures of the 
moneys appropriated for the maintenance ot the Life-Saving Service, and of the operations of 
said service during the year. 


THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

The Secretary of War performs such duties as the President of the United States, who is 
Commander-m-Chief, may enjoin upon him concerning the military service, and has the super- 
intendence of the purchase of Army supplies, transportation, &c. 

The Chief Cleik receives in the Secretary’s Office the public mail and correspondence ; dis- 
tributes, records, and answers it; keeps the accounts of appi opnations and estimates; is the 
medium of communication between the Secretary and officers of the Department, and has the 
geneial superintendence of the Department. 

MILITARY BUREAUS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The chiefs of the military bureaus of the War Department aie officers of the Regular Army 
of the United States, and a part of the military establishment, viz 

The A dpttant- Genera l promulgates the orders of the Piesident and the General command- 
ing the Army, and conducts correspondence between the General and the Aimy, leceives re- 
ports, issues commissions and resignations, supei intends remuiting and the military prison 
at Leavenworth, has charge of the papers concerning the enlistment and diaftmg of volun- 
teers, receives all muster-rolls, and furnishes consolidated reports of the entire Army, and 
has charge, under the General, of details affecting the discipline of the Aimy. 

The Inspector- General, with his assistants, inspect and report upon the personnel and the 
niattnel of the Army, at all posts, stations, ana depots, and give instruction relative to the 
correct interpretation of doubtful points of law, regulations, and orders, and upon other 
mooted questions regarding the piopei performance of militaiy duties, and they also inspect 
the money accounts of all disbuising officeis of the Army. 

The Quartermaster-General , aided by assistants, provides quarters and tianspoitation for 
the Army, clothing, camp and gainson equipage, horses and mules, foiage, wagons, stoves, 
stationery, fuel, lights, straw, hospitals, and medicines , he pays the expenses of guides, spies, 
and interpreters, and veterinary surgeons; pays the funeral expenses of officers and men, and 
is in charge of the national cemeteiies. 

The Commissary-General has administrative control of the Subsistence Depaitment — of the 
disbursement of its approp nations ; the providing of rations and their issue to the Army; the 
purchase and distnbution of articles authorized to be kept for sale to officers and enlisted men; 
and the adjustment of accounts and letums for subsistence funds and supplies, preliminary to 
theii settlement by the moper accounting officers of the Tieasuiy. 

The Surgeon- General, under the immediate direction of the Secretary of War, is charged 
with the administrative duties of the Medical Depaitment; the designation of the stations of 
medical officers, and the issuing of all oidersand instructions relating to then professional du- 
ties. He directs as to the selection, purchase, and distnbution of the medical supplies of the 
Army. The Army Medical Museum and the official publications of the Surgeon-General’s 
Office are also under his direct control. 

The Paymaster- General and his assistants pay the Army, also Second Auditor’s Treasury 
certificates, and keep a record of said payments. 

The Chief of Engineers commands the Corps of Engineers, which is charged with all 
duties relating to fortifications, whether permanent or temporary; with toipedoes for coast 
defence; with all woiks foi the attack and defence of places, with all militaiy bridges, and 
with such surveys as may be required foi these objects, or the movement of aimies in the field. 
It is also charged with the harbor and river improvements; with military and geographi- 
cal explorations and surveys ; with the survey of the lakes ; and wuth any other engineer 
woik specially assigned to the Corps by acts of Congiess or orders of the Piesident. 

The Chief of Ordnance commands the Ordnance Department, the duties of which consist m 
pioviding, preserving, distributing, and accounting for every description of artillery, small- 
arms, and all the munitions of war which may be required for the fortresses of the country, 
the armies in the field, and for the whole body of the militia of the Union. In these duties 
are comprised that of determining the general principles of construction and of prescribing m 
detail the models and forms of all military weapons employed in war. They comprise also the 
duty of presciibmg the regulations for the proof and inspection of all these weapons, for main- 
taining uniformity and economy in their fabrication, for insuring their good quality, and foe 
their preservation and distribution; and for carrying into effect the geneial pui poses her 
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stated laige annual appropriations are made, and in order o fulfil these pui poses, extensive 
operations are conducted at the national armories, arsenals, and oidnance depots. 

The Judge- A dvoca te General and his assistant receive, review, and have recorded the pio- 
ceedings of the courts-martial, couits of inquiry, and mihtaiy commissions of the Armies of 
the Umted States, and furnish reports and opinions on such questions of law and other mat- 
ters as may be refeired to the Bureau of Military Justice by the Secietary of War. 

The Chief Signal Officer superintends the instruction of officers and men m signal duties, 
supervises the preparation of maps and charts, and has the repoits from the n um erous sta- 
tions received at Washington consolidated and published. 


THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

THE SECRETARY OF THE NAVY. 

The Secretary of the Navy performs such duties as the President of the United States, 
who is Commander-in- Chiefj may assign him, and has the general superintendence of con- 
struction, manning, armament, equipment, and employment of vessels of war. 

The Chief Clerk has* general charge of the records and correspondence of the Secretary* s 
Office. 

NAVAL BUREAUS OF THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

The chiefs of the naval bureaus of the Navy Department aie officers of the United States 
Navy, and a part of the naval establishment, viz : 

The Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks has charge of the navy-yards and naval sta- 
tions, their construction and repair ; he purchases timber and other materials. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation supplies vessels of war with maps, charts, chronome- 
ters, barometers, flags, signal-lights, glasses, and stationeiy ; he has charge of the publication 
of 'charts, the Nautical Almanac, and surveys ; and the Naval Observatory and Hydrogiaphic 
Office at Washington are under the direction of this Buieau. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance has charge of the manufacture of naval ordnance and 
ammunition; the armament of vessels of war, the arsenals and magazines; the trials and 
tests of ordnance, small-arms, and ammunition; also of the torpedo- service, and torpedo- 
station at Newport, and experimental battery at Annapolis. * 

The Chief of the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing has charge of all contracts and pur- 
chases for the supply of provisions, water for cookmg and dunking purposes, clothing, and 
small stores for the use of the Naw. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery superintends everything relating to 
medicines, medical stores, surgical instruments, and hospital supplies required for the treat- 
ment of the sick and wounded of the Navy and the Marine Corps. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Construction and Repair has charge of dry-docks and of all 
vessels undergoing repairs ; the designing, building, and fittmg-out of vessels, and the armor 
of iron-clads. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Equipment and Recruiting has charge of the equipment of all 
vessels of war, and the supply to their sails, rigging, anchors, and fuel ; also of the recruiting 
of sailors of the various grades. 

The Engtneer-tn- Chief directs the designing, fittmg-out, running, and repairing of the steam 
marine- engines, boilers and appurtenances, used on vessels of war, and the workshops in the 
navy-yards where they are made and repaired. 

The Judge-Advocate- General receives, revises, and records the proceedings of courts-martial, 
courts of mqu ry, boards for the examination of officers for retirement and promotion m the 
naval service; and furnishes reports and opinions on such questions of law and other matters 
as may be referred to him by the Secretary of the Navy. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF THE INTERIOR. 

THE SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR. 

The Secretary of the Interior is charged with the supervision of public business relating to 

f atents for inventions ; pensions and bounty-lands ; the public lands, including mines ; the 
ndians ; education ; railroads ; the public surveys ; the census, when directed by law ; the 
custody and distribution of public documents ; and certain hospitals and eleemosynary institu- 
tions m the District of Columbia. He also exercises certain poweis and duties m relation to 
the Territories of the Umted States. 

THE ASSISTANT SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR. 

The Assistant Secretary of the Interior performs such duties as are prescribed by the Sec- 
retary or required by law, aiding m the general administration of the affairs of the Depart- 
ment. In the absence of the Secretary, he acts as the head of the Department. 

The Chief Clerk b^s the general supervision of the clerks and employes, of the order of 
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business, recoids and correspondence, and contingent expenditures m the Secretary's Office; 
also the superintendence of the Interior Department Building. 

COMMISSIONER OF PATENTS. 

The Co mmi ssioner of Patents is charged with the administration of the patent-laws, and 
supervises all matters relating to the issue of letters -patent for new and useful discoveries, 
inventions, and improvements. He is aided by an Assistant Commissioner, three Examiners - 
in- Chief, an Examiner of Interferences, an Examiner of Trade-marks, and twenty-five Prin- 
cipal Examiners. 

COMMISSIONER OF PENSIONS. 

The Commissioner of Pensions supervises the examination and adjudication of all claims 
arising under laws passed by Congress granting bounty-land or pension on account of service 
in the Army or Navy duimg the Revolutionary War and all subsequent wars in which the 
United States has been engaged. He is aided by two Deputy Commissioners and a Medical 
Referee. 

COMMISSIONER OF THE GENERAL LAND-OFFICE. 

The Commissioner of Public Lands is charged with the survey, management, and sale of 
the public domain, and the issuing of titles therefor, whether derived from confirmations of 
grants made by former governments, by sales, donations, or grants for schools, railroads, 
military bounties, or public improvements. The Land-Office audits its own accounts. 

COMMISSIONER OF INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

The Commissioner of Indian Affairs has charge of the several tribes of Indians in the States 
and Territories. He issues instructions to, and receives reports from. Agents, Special 
Agents, and Traders ; superintends the purchase, transportation, and distribution of presents 
and ann uities ; and reports, annually, the relations of the Government with each tribe. 

COMMISSIONER OF EDUCATION. 

The duties of the Commissioner of Education are to collect such statistics and facts as shall 
show the condition and progress of education m the several States and Territories, and to 
diffuse such information respecting the organization and management of schools and school 
systems, and methods of teaching, as shall aid the people of the United States in the establish- 
ment and maintenance of efficient school systems, ana otherwise promote the cause of educa- 
tion throughout the country. 

COMMISSIONER OF RAILROADS. 

The Commissioner of Railroads is charged with prescribing a system of reports to be ren- 
dered to him by the railroad companies, whose roads are m whole or in part west, north, or 
south of the Missouri River, and to which the Umted States have granted any loan of credit 
or subsidy in lands or bonds ; to examine the books, accounts, and property of said com- 
panies ; to see that the laws relating to said companies are enforced , and to assist the Govern- 
ment Directors of any of* said railroad companies m all matters which come under their cog- 
nizance, whenever they may officially request such assistance. 

DIRECTOR OF THE GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

The Director of the Geological Survey has charge of the classification of the public lands, 
and examination of the geological structure, mineral resources, and products of the national 
domain. 

SUPERINTENDENT OF THE CENSUS. 

The Superintendent of the Census supervises the taking of the census of the United States 
every tenth year, and the subsequent arrangement, compilation, and publication of the statis- 
tics collected. 


THE POST-OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 

THE POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

The Postmaster-General has the direction and management of the Post-Office Department. 
He appoints all officers and employes of the Department, except the three Assistant Post- 
masters-General, who are appointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate; appoints all postinasters whose compensation does not exceed one thousand 
dollars ; makes postal treaties with foreign governments, by and with the advice and consent 
of the President, awards and executes contracts, and directs the management of the domestic 
and foreign mail service. 

THE FIRST ASSISTANT POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

The First Assistant Postmaster-General has charge of the Appointment Office, which in- 
cludes five Divisions, viz : 

Appointment Division .— The duty of preparing all cases for the establishment, discontinu- 
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ance, and change of name or site of post-offices, and for the appointment of all postmasters, 
agents, postal clerks, mail-messengers, and Department employes, and attending to all corre- 
spondence consequent thereto. 

Bond Dwision. — The duty of receiving and recording appointments; sending out papers 
for postmasters and their assistants to qualify ; receiving, entering, and filing their bonds 
and oaths ; and issuing the commissions for postmasters. 

Salary and Allowance Division. — The duty of readjusting the salaries of postmasters and 
the consideration of allowances for rent, fuel, lights, clerk-hire, and other expenditures. 

Free Delivery . — The duty of preparing cases for the inauguration of the system m cities, 
the appointment of letter-camei s, and the general supervision of the system. 

JBlank- Agency Division — The duty of sending out the blanks, wrapping-paper, and twine, 
letter-balances, and canceling-stamps to offices entitled to receive the same. 

THE SECOND ASSISTANT POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

The Second Assistant Postmaster- General has charge of the Contract Office, mail equip- 
ments, &c., including the following three Divisions : 

Contract Division . — The arrangement of the mail service of the United States, and placing 
the same under contract, embracing all correspondence and proceedings respecting the fre- 
quency of trips, mode of conveyance, and times of departures and arrivals on all the routes, 
tne course of the mails between the diffeient sections of the country, the points of mail distri- 
bution, and the regulations for the government of the domestic mail service. It prepares the 
advertisements for mail proposals, receives the bids, and has charge of the annual and occa- 
sional mail lettings, and the adjustment and execution of the contracts. All applications for 
the establishment or alteration of mail arrangements and for mail messengers should be sent 
to this office. All claims should be submitted to it for transportation service not under con- 
tract. From this office all postmasters at the end of routes receive the statement of mail 
arrangements prescribed for the respective routes. It reports weekly to the Auditor all con- 
tracts executed, and all oiders affecting the accounts for mail transportation; prepares the 
statistical exhibits of the mail service, and the reports to Congress of the mail lettings, giving 
a statement of each bid ; also of the contracts made, the new service originated, the curtail- 
ments ordered, and the additional allowances granted within the year. 

Inspection Division . — The duty of receiving and examimng the registers of the arrivals and 
departures of the mails, certificates of the service of route-agents, and reports of mail failures ; 
noting the delinquencies of contractors, and preparing cases thereon' for the action of the Post- 
master-General, furnishing blanks for mail registers, reports of mail failures, and other 
duties which may be necessary to secure a faithful and exact performance of all mail service. 

Mail-Equipment Division. — The issuing of mail locks ana keys, mail pouches and sacks, 
and the construction of mail-bag catchers. 

THE THIRD ASSISTANT POSTMASTER-GENERAL. 

The Third Assistant Postmaster- General has charge of the Finance Office, &c., embracing 
the following four Divisions s 

Division of Finance . — The duty of issuing drafts and warrants m payment of balances 
reported by the Auditor to be due to mail contractors or other persons ; the superintendence 
01 the collection of revenue at depository, draft, and depositing offices, and the accounts be- 
tween the Department and the Treasurer and Assistant Treasurers and special designated 
depositories 01 the United States. This Division receives all accounts, monthly or quarterly, 
of the depository and draft offices, and certificates of deposit from depositing offices. 

Division of Postage- Stamps and Stamped Envelopes. — The issuing of postage-stamps, 
stamped envelopes, newspaper-wrappers, and postal cards ; also, the supplying of postmas- 
ters with envelopes for their official use, and registered-package envelopes and seals. 

Division of Registered letters . — The duty of preparing instructions for the guidance of 
postmasters relative to registered letters, and all correspondence connected therewith ; also, 
the compilation of statistics as to the transactions of the business. 

Division of Dead Letters. — The examination and return to the writers of dead letters, and 
all correspondence relatmgthereto. 

The Superintendent of Foreign Mails has charge of all foreign postal arrangements, and 
the supervision of the ocean mail-steamship service. 

The Superintendent of the Money - Order Systsmhas the general supervision and control of the 
postal money-order system throughout the United States, and the supervision of the interna- 
tional money-order correspondence with foreign countries. 


DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL. 

The Attorney-General is the head of the Department of Justice, and the chief law-officer of 
the (government. He represents the Umted States in matters involving legal questions ; he 

f ives his advice and opinion on questions of law when they are required by the President, or 
y the heads of the other Executive Departments on questions of law arising upon the ad- 
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direction over United States Attorneys and Marshals in all judicial distucts in the States and 
Territories; and he provides special counsel for the United States whenever required by any 
Department of the Government. _ . . 

He is assisted by a Chief Clerk and other clerks and employes m the executive management 
of the business of the Department . 

The Law Clerk, who is also an Examiner of Titles, assists the Attorney-General in the inves- 
tigation of legal questions and in the preparation of opinions. 

THE SOLICITOR-GENERAL. 

The Solicitor-General assists the Attorney-General m the peiformanceof his general duties, 
and by special piovision of law in the case of a vacancy m the office of Attorney- General, or 
in his absence, exercises all these duties. Except when the Attorney- General in particular cases 
otherwise directs, the Attorney-General and Solicitor- Geneial conduct and argue all cases in 
the Supreme Court , and m the Court of Claims , in which the United States are intei ested ; 
and, when the Attorney-General so directs, any such case in any court of the United States 
may he conducted and argued by the Solicitor-General ; and m the same way the Solicitor 
General may he sent by the Attorney- Geneial to attend to the interests of the Umted States 
in any State court, , or elsewhere. 

THE ASSISTANT ATTORNEYS-GENERAL. 

Two Assistant Attorneys-General assist the Attorney-General and the Solicitor-General in 
the performance of their duties. One assists in the argument of causes in the Supreme Court 
and in the preparation of legal opinions; the other is charged with the conduct ol the defence 
of the Umted States m the Court of Claims 

Under the act of 1870 the different law-officers of the Executive Departments exercise their 
functions under the supei vision and conti ol of the Attorney-General. They are* the Assist- 
ant Attorney-General for the Department of the Interior ; the Assistant Attorney -Genera l for 
the Post-Office Department / the Solicitor of the Treasury / and the Solicitor of Infernal 
Revenue , Treasury Department; the Naval Solicitor , Navy Department; and the Examiner 
of Claims , State Department. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 


THE COMMISSIONER OF AGRICULTURE. 


The Commissioner of Agriculture is required to collect and diffuse useful information on 
subjects connected with agiiculture. He is to acquire and preserve in his office all informa- 
tion he can obtain concerning agriculture by means of books and correspondence, and by 
practical and scientific experiments, the collection of statistics, and other appropriate means ; 
to collect new and valuable seeds and plants ; to learn by actual cultivation such of them as 
may require such tests; to propagate such as may be worthy of propagation, and to dis- 
tribute them among agriculturists. 

The Statistician . — He collects reliable information as to the condition, prospects, and results 
of the cereal, cotton, and other crops, by the instrumentality of four correspondents m each 
county of every State; this information is gathered at stated periods of each month, care- 
fully studied, estimated, tabulated, and published. 

The Entomologist . — He obtains information with regard to insects injurious to vegetation ; 
investigates the character of insects sent him, to point out their modes of infliction and the 
means by which their depredations may be avoided; and arranges specimens of their injuries 
and nest architecture. 


The Botanist . — He receives botanical contributions, and after making desirable selections 
for the National Herbarium, distributes the duplicate plants among foreign and domestic 
scientific societies, institutions of learning, and botanists ; and answers inquiries of a botanico- 
agricultural character. 

The Chemist . — He makes analyses of natural fertilizers, vegetable products, and other ma- 
terials which pertain to the interests of agriculture. Applications are constantly made from 
all portions of the country for the analysis of soils, minerals, liquids, and manures. 

The Microscoptst . — He makes original investigations, mostly relating to the habits of 
parasitic fungoid plants, which are frequently found on living plants and animals, producing 
sickly growth ana in many cases premature death. 

The Propagating Garden . — Large numbers of exotic, utilizable, and economic plants are 
propagated and distributed. The orange family is particularly valuable, and the best com- 
mercial varieties are propagated and distributed to the greatest practicable extent. 

The Seed Division . — Seeds are purchased in this and foreign countries of reliable firms, 
whose guarantee of goo d quality and genuineness cannot be questioned; they are packed at 
the Department, and distributed to applicants in all parts of the country. 

The Library . — Exchanges are made, by which the library receives reports of the leading 
agricultural, pomological, and meteorological societies of the world. 
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The Courts of the United States .

OFFICERS OF THE SUPREME COURT.

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UNITED STATES POSTAL REGULATIONS. 


FIRST-CLASS MATTER. 

Matter which is wholly in writing, sealed or unsealed, printed commercial papers, filled out 
in writing, having the nature of a personal correspondence, or being the expression of a money 
value, such as notes, drafts, receipts, executed deeds, and insurance policies, manuscript for 
publication when unaccompanied by proof-sheets, reproductions by the copy graph and similar 
processes winch are in the nature of personal correspondence, or imitating written matter, 
and all packages, the contents of which cannot be ascertained without destroying the wrap- 
per. Postage, 3 cents each half ounce, or for each fraction above half an ounce. On local 
or drop letters, at free-deliveiy offices, 2 cents. At offices where no free delivery by earner, 

I cent. Weight of packages not limited. 

Postal cards, I cent. 

Registered letters, 10 cents in addition to the proper postage. 

The Post-Office Department or its revenue is not by law hable for the loss of any mail 
matter, but will use its best efforts to assist the owneis in the recovery of lost matter. 

SECOND-CLASS MATTER. 

Regular Publications. — This class includes all newspapers, periodicals, or matter ex- 
clusively in print and regularly issued at stated penods from a known office of publication or 
news agency. Postage, 2 cents a pound or fraction thereof. Weight of packages not limited. 

THIRD-CLASS MATTER. 

Mail-matter of the third class embraces books (printed and blank), transient newspapers 
and periodicals, circulars, and other matter wholly in print, proof-sheets and corrected proof- 
sheets and manuscript copy accompanying the same, hand-bills, posters, chromo-lithographs, 
engravings, hekotypes, lithographs, photographic and stereoscopic views with title written 
or printed thereon, printed blanks, printed cards ; and postage snail be prepaid thereon at the 
Tate of one cent for each two ounces or fractional part thereof. 

Upon matter of the third class, or upon the wrapper inclosing the same, the sender may 
write his own name or address thereon, with the word " from ” above and preceding the same, 
and in either case may make simple marks intended to designate a word or passage of the text 
to which it is desired to call attention. 1 here may be placed upon the cover or blank leaves of 
any book or of any printed matter of the third class a simple manuscript dedication or inscrip- 
tion that does not partake of the nature of a personal correspondence. 

All packages of matter of the third class must be so wrapped, with open sides or ends, that 
their contents may be readily examined by postmasters. 

Third-class matter may be registered and must be fully prepaid. 

Printed matter is defined by the act of March 3, 1879, to be “the reproduction upon paper 
by any process except that of handwriting of any words, letters, characters, figures, or images, 
or of any combination Thereof, not having the character of an actual and personal correspond- 
ence.” Reproductions by the electric pen, papyrograph, copygiaph, hectograph, and o.her 
similar processes are third-class matter, unless they have the nature of personal correspondence, 
when they are first-class. 

The limit of weight ot packages is four pounds, except in cases of single volumes of books 
in excess of said weight, and books and documents published or circulated by order of Con- 
gress, or official matter emanating from any of the departments of the government, or from the 
Smithsonian Institution. 


x FOURTH-CLASS MATTER. 

Mailable matter of the fourth class embraces blank cards, card-board and other flexible 
material, flexible patterns, letter envelopes and letter-paper^' merchandise, models, ornamented 
paper, sample cards, samples of ores, metals, minerals, seeds, cuttings, bulbs, roots, scions, 
drawings, plans, designs, original paintings in oil or water-colors, and any other matter not 
included in the first, second, or third classes, and which is not in its form or nature liable to 
destroy, deface, or otherwise damage the contents of the mail-bag, or harm the person of any 
one engaged in the postal service, or matter excluded by sections 3893 and 3894 Revised 
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Statutes, to wit, obscene matter, and matter concerning lotteries. Postage rate thereon, one 
cent for each ounce or fractional part thereof. 

Other articles of the fourth class which, unless properly secured, might destroy, de- 
face, or otherwise damage the contents of the mail bag, or harm the person of any one 
engaged in the postal service, may be transmitted in the mails when they conform to the 
following conditions* 1st. They must be placed in a bag, box, or removable envelope 
made of paper, doth, or parchment. 2d. Such bag, box, or envelope must again be 

E laced in a box or tube made of metal or some hard wood, with sliding, clasp, or screw 
d. 3d. In case of artides liable to break, the inside box, bag, or envelope must be sur- 
rounded by sawdust, cotton, or spongy substance. 4th. In case of sharp-pointed instru- 
ments, the points must be capped or encased, so that they may not by any means be liable to 
cut through their Jndosurej and where they have blades, such blades must be hound with 
wire, so that they shall remain firmly attached to each other. 5th The whole must be capable 
of easy inspection. Seeds, or other artides not prohibited, which are liable from their form or 
nature to loss or damage unless spedally protected, may be put up m sealed envelopes, pro- 
vided such envelopes are made of material sufficiently transparent to show the contents 
clearly, without opening. 

_ Upon any package of matter of the fourth class the sender may write or print his own name 
and address, preceded by the word “from,” and there may also be written or printed the 
number and names of the artides mdosed ; and the sender thereof may write or print npon or 
attach to any such articles, by tag or label, a mark, number, name, or letter, for purpose of 
identification. 

The limit of weight of packages is four pounds. 

Fourth-dass matter may also be registered, and must be fully prepaid.
